Woman Steals Blanket Off Victim 
Of Auto Crash and Drives Away 


WEATHERFORD, Okla., Feb. 
22 (UP)—An injured woman sat 
hiiddied under a blanket in an 
ambulance today near the scene 
of an automobile wreck only to 
have a passing woman motorist 
stop and snatch ft from her with 
the statement, “This is my blan- 
ket.” 

The accident occurred at 4:45 
a.m. near Weatherford on United 
States Highway 66. The automo- 
bile driven by James Louis Bur- 
row, 41 years old, of Button Wil- 
low, Calif., left the highway and 
plunged into a 30-foot canyon 
when Burrow became temporarily 
blinded by the bright lights of an- 
other machine. 

Injured beside Burrow were his 
wife, Effie May, 35, her father, 
Robert Cleveland, 61, and the Bur- 
rows’ 4-year-old daughter. 

The family was trapped under 
the wreckage and not until 7 a.m.

A 
car stopped near the ambulance, a 
woman got out and walked to 
the vehicle. She opened the door 
and with the words “This is my 
blanket,” snatched it from the 
shivering Mrs. Burrow and drove 
away. Mrs. Burrow obtained the 
license number.

PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 22 
i (AP)—Secretary of State George 
iC. Marshall said today that “a 
| strong lead and definite assistance 
ifrom the United States will be 
inecessary” if “democratic proc- 
esses in Many countries are to 


resume their functioning.” 


Speaking at a luncheon of the 
Princeton National Alumni Asso- 
ciation after he had been awarded 
an honorary degree of doctor of 
laws by the university, Marshall 
said “we have had a cessation 
of hostilities, but we have no 
genuine peace.” 

He urged that the United States 
lend its aid “if the productive 
facilities of \the world are to be 
restored.” 

‘Pleasure as Usual,’ 

Now that an immediate peril is 
not plainly visible, there is a 
natural tendency to relax and re- 
turn to business as usual, pleasure 
as usual,” he said, 

“The war years were critical, 
but I think the present period is 
in many respects even more criti- 
cal. 

“The more serious aspect is the 
fact that we no longer display 
that intensity, that unity of pur- 
pose, with which we concentrated 
upon the war task and achieved 
the victory. 

“We have had a cessation of 
hostilities, but we have no genuine 
peace. Order has yet to be 
brought out of confusion, peace 
has yet to be secured.” 

Indifferent to Danger. 

Marshall said that many of our 
people are becoming indifferent 
“to the long-term danger of the 
nation's security” and generally 
have the attitude of spectators. 

“Spectators of life are not 
those who will retain their lib- 
erty, nor are they likely to con- 
tribute to their country’s security,” 


he added, 

hall said he felt that “we 
are seriously failing in our at- 
titude toward the international 
problem whose géolution will 
largely determine our future” be- 
cause there are many “who de- 
plore but few who are willing to 
act—to act directly or to influence 
political action.”

Grant Frye, of Cape Girardeau, 
said the year-and-a-half delay in 
securing action on the execution 
was “inexcusable.” 

The judgment grew out of a 
transaction between the Industrial 
Loan Co. of Cape Girardeau, Mo., 
and Kurt Pring, at thé time a reni- 
dient of the southeastern Missouri 
city but now living in St. Louis at 
6030 Waterman avenue and op- 
erating as a manufacturers’ agent 
at 1123 Washington avenue. 


The loan company won a judg- 
ment on an unpaid balance and 
Frye sent the papers to Sheriff 
Dougherty in St. Louls for execu- 
tion on July 8, 1045. The Cape Gi- 
rardeau county circuit court or- 
der read that the execution should 
be returnable to the September 
term of court. 

Repeated requests for action 
were ignored, Frye stated. and on 
Dec. 8, 1945, the papers were 
returned without comment by 
Dougherty to Frye’s office with- 
out any action having been taken 
on them.

RUSSIA FINDS U.S. 
REPLY TO PROTESI

Molotov Says 
Retains Its 


That Acheson’s 


LONDON, Feb, 22 (UP)—The 
Moscow radio said tonight that 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 


has advised Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall that Russia 
regards as unsatisfactory his reply 
to the Soviet complaint against 
Under Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, 

Molotov had complained against 
Acheson's statement to a Senate 
committee that Russia was fol- 
lowing an “aggressive and eéx- 
panding” policy. 

Marshall, replying to the original 
complaint, advised Molotov that 
Acheson's statement was in line 
with fundamental principles of 
American Government and noted 
that it was given in response to a 
question by Senator Kenneth 
McKellar (Dem.), Tennessee, given 
under oath. 

Text of the Moscow broadcast: 

“Molotov has addressed a #ec- 
ond note to Marshall stating that 
the U.S.A, reply to Molotov’s first 
note was unsatisfactory. 

“As has already been  an- 
nounced, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs of the U.S.8.R.. Molotov on 
Feb, 14 handed to U.S.A, Ambas- 
sador in Moscow ! r. Smith a note 
concerning hostile statement con- 
cerning the Soviet Union*made by 
Deputy Secretary of State of the 
U.S.A. Mr. Acheson. 

“On Feb. 18 Mr. Molotov re- 
ceived a note from U.S. Secretary 
of State Marshall. Mr. Marshall's 
note stated that Mr. Acheson's 
statement should not be called im- 
permissible because it was in ac- 
cordance with his duty and that 
such a statement must be inter- 
preted as a sign of his sincerity 
and frankness and not his hostility. 

“On Feb. 20 Molotov addressed 
to Mr. Marshall a note in answer 
stating that Mr. Marshall's reply 
regarding the hostile statement of 
Mr. Acheson is not convincing and 
that the Soviet Government re- 
tains its opinion expressed in the 
note of Feb, 14.” 

The tenor of the broadcast in- 
dicated that the Soviet Union now 
regards the incident as closed, 
Molotov’s second note came on 
the eve of the four-power con- 
ference of foreign ministers open- 
ing in Moscow March 10.

NLRB REVERSES 
SELF ON UAW 


Rules Against 11 Seeking 
Recognition of Their 


Union After Board Cer- 
- tified Another. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP)— 
Reversing an earlier decision, the 
National Labor Relations Board 
tonight reinforced its policy that 
strikers forfeit their “protection” 
under the Wagner Act when their 
walkout is “unlawful.” 

An unlawful strike, the board 
said, is one where unionists strike 
to obtain recognition of their 
union when the board has certi- 
fied a different union as the col- 
lective bargaining representative, 

Specifically, the board held that 
11 members of the CIO United 
Auto Workers, accused of leading 
a brief atrike at the Detroit plant 
of Thompson Products, Inc., ma- 
chinery producers, in 1942 were 
not entitled to reinstatement. At 


the same time the board dia- 
missed charges of unfair 
practices against the company. 

This upset a split decision of 
the board handed down last Aug. 
15, Then the board ruled the com- 
pany had engaged in unfair labor 
practices by firing the men and 
ordered their reinstatement, but 
without back pay. 


The walkout began Dec. 29, 1942, 
to force the company to recognize 
the UAW even though the board 
had certified an unaffillated union 
as the bargaining agent.

_ Army and Navy Leaders Assert 


' Requests Trimmed Sharply Before They 
Were Sent to Congress — Services Ready 
to Correct Any ‘Soft Spots’ Pointed Out— | 


Concede Some Minor Ones Exist.

O criticism of prospective Army and Navy expenditures recom- 
mended in President Truman's 1948 budget meets quicker replies 
from the uniformed services than the often-heard charge that the 


waste and extravagances of war have been carried over to the peace- 


time establishments. 


“The presidential budget recom- 
mended total national defense ex- 
penditures of $11,250,000,000 during 
the fiscal year beginning July 1. 
Of this amount, the Army would 
get $6,600,000,000, the Navy §$4,- 
400,000,000, and there would , be 
$250,000,000 terminal leave pay ‘for 
enlisted personnel. 

President Truman asserted that 
this over-all budget of $37,500,- 
000,000 was “tight,” “hhkrd-boiled” 
and “:ockbottom,” with all border- 
line expenditures eliminated. 

A survey of the Post-Dispatch, 
which included comprehensive 
talks with the highest Army and 
Navy officials, supported these as- 
sertions so far as the national de- 
fense items were concerned. 

These officials pointed out that 
every item that went into the 
presidential budget was carefully 
screened before it was consolidat- 
ed in the departmental estimates, 

Cut Twice. 

The original War Department 
estimate started at 10 billion dol- 
lars, This was made by the vari- 
ous bureau chiefs on what they 
considered minimums for _ their 
separate activities. Secretary of 
War Patterson, Gen Eisenhower 
and their advisers cut this to 
eight billions, over the protests of 
their subordinates. The Budget 
Bureau deciared that this amount 
had to be cut to six billiéns, but 
the military chiefs were able to 
convince budget officials that an 
additional $600,000,000 was essen- 
tial if the Army Was to carry out 
its missions at home and abroad. 

The Navy had a similar experi- 
ence. The recommendations of 
the bureau chiefs totaled seven 
billions, Secretary Forrestal, Adm. 
Nimitz, chief of naval operations, 
and their advisers pared this down 
to $5,350,000,000. The presidential 
budgeteers first set a minimum of 
four billions, but the Navy offi-

The leanness of the $11,250,000,- 
000 combined national defense 
budget was the reason the top 
service chiefs immediately issued 
public statements on the reports 
that the Republican - controlled 
Congreas intended to cut their 
estimates by $2,250,000,000 aa part 
of the six-billion reduction in the 
over-all presidential recommenda- 
tions, The House has approved the 
legisiative budget of $31,500,000,- 
000, thus inferentially approving 
the national defense slash. 

The Senate is expected to in- 
crease the legislative budget to 
33 billions, thereby calling for a 
cut of $4,500,000,000 in the Presi- 
dent's recommendations, Having 
the constitutional responsibility for 
ratifying peace treaties, the Senate 
is better informed than the House 
on the nation's foreign policy and 
the need for power to back it up. 

If the Senate figure is approved 
after a conference with the 
House, which is unlikely, the na- 
tional defense estimates would 
have to take some cuts. If there 
is a compromise, say on a cut of 
five billions, the national defense 
items would suffer a heavier 
slice, but net as much as the 
$2,250,000,000 cut in defense ap- 
propriations foreshadowed by the 
House vote. 

The service officials point out 
that the minimum of $11,250,000,000 
was reached by the President, the 
Secretary of State and the armed 
services after long consideration 
of the country’s international com- 
mitments, of the show of force 
necessary to back up our views 
at international conferences, of 
the legislative stipulations as to 
authorized strength of the Army, 
Navy and Marines, and of pay, 
subsistence and dependent allot- 
ments of personnel. 

In explaining why their depart- 
ments make a horizontal cut in 
all classifications of 15 to 20 per 
cent, the top officials note that 
some charges are “fixed” by Con- 
gress. 

They concede that there may be 
some “soft spots” in their recom- 
mendations, which can be cited 
by Senators, Representatives and 
others as examples of “waste and 
extravagance.” They insist, how- 
ever, that no persons are more 
eager than themselves to expose 
and eliminate these spots, the cost 
of which, they say, would add up 
to a comparatively small amount. 
Their view is that they realize 
that these “particulars” can be 
used for a generalization that 
waste and extravagance perme 
ates their departments. 

Criticlam by Byrd. 

A common criticism was voiced 
in the Senate this week by Senator 
Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, when he 
said:

To stop all these activities im- 
mediately, it is conceded, would 
show a saving in this and next 
year's budgets but would = cost 
heavily if thev had to be restarted 
within a few years, 

Congress itself and the general 
rise in prices are responsible, of- 
ficinls say, for the increased per 
capita cost of personnel, Congress 
raised the pay and subaiatence 
costa and the allowances for de- 
pendentsa. Congress passed the 18 
months’ enlistment law, which 
means a soldier or a sailor ia an 
effective only about 12 months of 
this time; the other six months 
are apent on costly training, Food 
costs alone have gone up more 
than 60 per cent since 19398. Fur- 
thermore, officers point out, the 
1939 Army an@ Navy were sta- 
tioned in the United States and 
not globally deployed, which adds 
to the transportation costa. 

The rate of turnover of person- 
nel, as any lusiness man knows, 
is a cost factor. In 1939, Navy 
enlistments were for four and six 
years. The 18-months enlistment 
means the Army and Navy lose 
an investment when a_ trhined 
man is discharged. 

The Navy says that half of its 
appropriation is for personnel. 
Congress has authorized a Navy 
of 500,000 enlisted men and 52,000 
officers, and a Marine Corps of 
100,000 men and 9000 officers. The 
present Navy strength is 437.000 
men and 65,000 officers, and Ma- 
rine Corps 90,000 men and 7500 of- 
ficera, 

The official explanation for the 
present excesa of naval officers 
is that the “target” is for 46,000. 
Some of the excess, it was said, 
were doctors and dentists lent to 
the Army, which had a shortage.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP) 
Speaker Martin (‘(Rep.), Maasa-

“IT am sure that some kind of a 
bill -banning portal suits will be 


passed speedily,” said Martin. “I 
haven't heard of any great opposi- 
tion.”

Such reporta, 
as well as the debate in Congress, 
frequently are studied by the Jus 
tices in making their decisions.

The Senate 
committee may act finally on it 
Monday, speeding it to the floor.

EFFORT UNDERWAY 
TO RUN AIRCRAFT 
BY ATOMIC POWER 


Work Is Joint Project of Gov- 
ernment, Aeronautics Com- 
mittee, and Private Firms. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22 (AP)— 
The first attempt in this country, 
and probably in the world, to use 
atomic energy to propel aircraft 
was started last July and is now 
well yinder way, the New York 
Times says. 

e work, says the Times, is 
eing carried out by the NEPA 
project (Nuclear Energy for Pro- 
pulsion of Aircraft), and is a com- 
bined effort of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, the national advisory 
committee on aeronautics, the 
Army Air Forces and several pri- 
vate firma, 


“That the first atomic-powered 
aircraft will be a pilotiess plane is 
considered a certainty by those 
who understand atomic energy, 
the Times says. “To shield the 
pilot from the deadly radiation 
would require a weight that would 
make the plane of little use, It is 
thought that the vast power. might 
be used in guided missiles or in 
drones that could be guided by a 
mother plane.” 

The speed of atomic-power air- 
craft, says the newspaper, would 
be limited only by the strength of 
materials in the plane or missile, 
as one kilogram of plutonium or 
uranium 235 potentially could gen- 
erate 30,000,000 horsepower. 

The prime contractor, in the 
project, accomding to the Times, 
is the Fairchild Engine and Air- 
plane Co., with the Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., atomic establishment, top- 
ranking scientist and Army offi- 
cers, several chemical companies 
and 10 aircraft manufacturing 
firms co-operating. . 

The NEPA project was said to 
be headed by Maj. Gen. Curtis 
Lemay, deputy chief of airstaff 
for research and development, 
with Gordon Simmons Jr., former 
chief mechanical engineer for the 
construction of the gaseous diffu- 
sion plant at Oak Ridge for con- 
centrating U-235, as technical di- 
rector,

BURNED 10 DEATH 


Blaze at Nevada, Mo., Follows 
Attempt to Start Fire 
With Kerosene. 


NEVADA, Mo., Feb, 22 (AP)— 
An explosion resulting from the 
use of kerosene to start a fire 
caused the death of six persons— 
a mother and her five children— 
today. 

The husband and father, Charles 
Graham, a Missouri-Kansas-Texas 
section foreman, was seriously 
burned in making a desperate 
effort to reach his family, trapped 
in one room of the one-story 
frame house in the east part of 
the city. 

The dead were Mrs, Betty Gra- 
ham, the mother, and these chil- 
Olive Lee, 9 years old; 
Charles Wayne 7, Freda 5, Mar-

Graham said the explosion fol- 
lowed his attempt to start a fire 
in a heating stove by using kero- 
sene. The stove was only three 
feet from the door of the room 
where his wife and the five chil- 
dren were asleep. The flames 
blocked their only means of es- 
cape. The windows of the room 
were too high to crawl through.

NURSING STAFF 
CHANGE ORDERED 
AT CITY HOSPITAL 


Re-establishment of “a proper 
ratio” between supervisors and 
the general nursing staff at City 
Hospital has been directed by Hos- 
pital Commissioner Frances M. 
Grogan after finding that 59 
nurses were employed in super- 
visory work over the 67 nurses 
who do general duty.

NEW YORK, Feb. 22 (AP)—The 
worst boxcar shortage in 20 years 
is slowly tightening its throttling 
grip on American industry, Rep- 
resentatives of railroads, steel 
companies, rail car builders and 
Government agencies are seeking 
some solution to the critical sit- 
uation but the consensus ig that 
only more new cars can bring re 
lief, Railroad spokesmen gay the 
situation will get worse before it 
improves. 

Chairman Reed (Rep.), Kansas, 
of an Senate Commerce subcom- 
mittee, which has been helding 
hearings on/s the shortage, has 
called a conference of industry ex- 
ecutives and Government officials 
in Washington for next Wednes- 
day in an attempt to work out a‘ 
plan to obtain 10,000 new boxcars 
a month. 

The railroads have ordered 88,- 
000 cars which still are unde- 
livered. They estimate cars are 
wearing out and being retired 
at the rate of 2500 to 4000 a 
month. However, only 2408 cars 
were produced in January, Under 
a previous arrangement worked 
out with steel companies, box car 
makers and the Civil Production 
Administration, this output was 
scheduled: to swell to 7000 cars 
by April,

TALIN CALLS ON 
SOVIET ARMY 10 


29th Anniversary Order 
of Day Says ‘Consoli- 
dation of Peace De- 
mands Preparedness.’ 


LONDON, Feb. 22 (UP) — Gen- 
eralissimo Joseph Stalin in an 
order of the day commemorating 
the twenty-ninth anniversary of 
the Soviet Army today called on 
Russian troops to “achieve mili- 
tary preparedness .., demanded 
by the cause for consolidation of 


peace and the security of our 
country.” 

The order proclaimed the “un- 
crushable unity of Soviet society” 
and asserted that Russians are 
“closely rallying” around their 
government and the Communist 
party. The order declared that 
“severe discipline” was a “most 
importan: factor” in Soviet armed 
forces, 

The key word of the order, how- 
ever, was “improve.” 

Stalin urged general officers of 
the Russian army and navy to 
‘Improve their knowledge”; the 
army, air force and navy to “im- 
prove their military technique”; 
the soldiers “to improve their 
preparation” and non-commis- 
sioned officers “to improve their 
commanding qualities.” 

The order, broadcast by the 
Moscow radio and recorded here, 
said “troops must be taught all 
that is needed on the battlefield”; 
Russian servicemen “must be 
physically ready to stand all 
tough conditions.” 

rtillery Salutes Fired. 

Stalin extended “on behalf of 
the Soviet Government and the 
Communist party” greetings on 
the anniversary of the army and 
ordered a 20-salvo salute “fired 
in Moscow and in the capitals of 
autonomous, republics.” 

The order commented that re- 
cent elections to the Supreme 
Soviets (legislatures) of the sepa- 
rate republics had been “crowned 
by the full victory of the bloc of 
Communist” candidates. 

“This means that the unity of 
Soviet society is uncrushable, that 
all Soviet people are closely rally- 
ing around their government and 
the Communist party and are de- 
termined to achieve the further 
progress of their country,” Stalin 
said. 

“The Soviet army meets the 
day of its twenty-ninth anniver- 
sary in conditions in which all our 
people are laboring to fulfiil the 
liquidation of the consequences of 
war for rehabilitation and the 
further development of national 
economy.” 

Goals Being Met. 

Stalin's proclamation continued: 
“Workers, peasants ere intellectu- 
als of our count suc- 
essfully fulfilled the first year of 
our post-war five-year plan, self- 
lessly struggle for further increase 
of speed of construction and 
growth of our production in all 
branches of national economy, for 
the new development of agricul- 
ture, for the increase of produc- 
tion of consumer goods, for speedy 


igrowth of Soviet science and 


technique.” 

The Generalissimo cited mem- 
bers of the Soviet armed forces 
for “outstanding victories” and 
told them “the Motherland will 
never forget the heroic deeds of 
its army.” 

“The Soviet army, in peace con- 


ditions fulfilling tasks set its 
military training, also must go 
forward and achieve new and 


greater results in military pre- 
paredness. This is demanded from 
us by the cause for consolidation 
of peace and security of our coun- 
try. The leading principle of mili- 
tary preparedness of armed forces 
of the U.8S.S.R, has always been 
and still is to teach troops what 
is needed on the battlefield. 

“The most important condition 
of the military worth of our 
armed forces is strong military 
discipline founded first of all on 
high political education and con- 
sciousness of troops,

| road travel. 


The storm whipped the eastern 
area for nearly 24 hours before 
abating yesterday. Its center 
swept out over the North Atlantic, 
but the edge of the storm hit 
northern Maine today and headed 
for New Brunswick. Forecasters 
expected eight inches of snow in 
northern Maine. 

Twelve thousand men attacked 
piles of snow in New York City 
today. LaGuardia Field reported 
662 flights canceled over a three- 
day period. 

Ships were delayed in reaching 
New York’ because of heavy seas. 
Long-distance trains were late as 
much as an hour or more, 

New York reported an 11%-inch 
fall. In some New England and 
Middle Atlantic areas there was 
Dickinson 
county, Virginia, had 27 inches. 

Coast Guard cutters off the New 
England coast were busy shep- 
herding small vessels in distress 
to safe waters. 

Numerous industrial plants 
throughout the East were till 
hampered by absenteeism because 
of road and weather conditions. 
Clear but cold weather was in 
prospect for most of the area. 

Traffic accidents and over-ex- 
ertion in shoveling snow were re- 
sponsible for most of the deaths.

' ‘PERMANENT’ BASE 


IN ANTARCTIC SET 
UP BY CHILEANS 


SANTIAGO, Feb. 22 (UP)—The 
Chilean Navy’s Antarctic expedi- 
tion has established a base in the 
Bay of Discovery — now sig- 

‘| nificantly re-christened Sovereign- 
ty Bay—according to reports to- 
day from Commodore Alfredo 
Guezlaga, head of the expedition. 

The bay is formed by the islands 
of Brabant and Antwerp, off the 
western coast of the Graham 
Land peninsula. 

A prefabricated steel building 
has been erected and a naval de- 
tachment of one officer and five 
men has been assigned as per- 
manent garrison of what is de- 
scribed as “Chile's first naval base 
in Antarctica,” 

Although Graham Land—where

LONDON, Feb. 22 (AP)—The 
Government today ordered gas 
companies to slash coal consump- 
tion 10 per cent for 10 weeks and 
announced that restrictions on use 
of gas on homes similar to those 
on electricity may be ordered 
Monday. 

Some gas plants may be closed 
altogether, it was announced, as 
a result of renewed blizzards 
which have blocked coal supplies 
to the plants and threaten a 
breakdown of the gas industry. 

Sir Guy Nottbower, spokesman 
for the Ministry of Fuel and 
Power, disclosed the Government's 
order to gas companies and pros- 
pective domestic restriction at a 
press conference. 

Attributing the new crisis to the 


return of heay snow, he declared, 


“it is a thing we were afraid of 
and it has exceeded our worst ex- 
pectations.” He said 40 coal ships 
were snowbound in _ northeast 
ports and fuel stocks at big gas 
plants have dwindled to a “very 
dangerous point.” 

Coal Trains Jammed. 
Long lines of coal trains were 
jammed up behind drifts of fresh 
snow in the north country and in 
South Wales. Im some sections 
the new fall was 14 inches deep, 
Restoration of electric power 
on Monday to industries in the 
Midlands, after a two weeks’ shut 
down, also will place a heavier 
industrial load on gas plants. 
British coal miners again pre- 
pared to work overtime on Sun- 
day. 

With many villages isolated, 
highways and railways blocked 
and temperatures ranging from 
10 to 18 degrees below normal, 
forecasters offered little hope for 
an early break in Britain’s more 
than month-long cold wave, worst 
in half a century. 

Mercury Rises on Continent. 
On the continent, however, there 
was a let-up. Temperatures rose 
several degrees above freezing in 
Paris and as high as 60 Fahren- 
heit on the Riviera, although a 
later drop was forecast. A quick 
thaw struck Frankfurt, turning 
streets into axle-deep slush that 
halted street car traffic. 

Rome had unseasonably sultry 
weather. A thaw in dAustria 
raised fears in Vienna of a flood 
by the Danube, in which ice jams 
have threatened bridges and ship- 
ping. 

In-Norway, the shortage of coal 
threatened to force the closing of 
20 paper ‘mills employing 12,000 
persons within a few days.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (UP)—

This measure, 
he said, stemmed from the com- 
mittee’s experience with Gerhart 
Eisler, alleged Communist secret 
agent cited by the House for con- 
tempt of Congress, 


FILIPINOS VIEW 
GIRL’S PRESERVED 
BODY AS ‘MIRACLE’ 


MANILA, Feb, 22 (UP)—Belief 
in a “miracle” today sent thou- 
sands of Filipinos scrambling 
almost in frenzy through a village 
cemetery at Binan, 30 miles south 
of Manila.

Viceroy Long in Conflict With Cabinet on 
India Policy, London Sources

LONDON, Feb. 22 (AP)-—In- 
formed sources say the decision 
to replace Field Marshal Lord 
Wavell as Viceroy of India 
stemmed from a months-long con- 
flict on “political principles” be- 
tween Wavell and the Labor Ca- 
binet of Prime Minister Attlee, 

These informants said Wavell, 
as “a soldier and administrator,” 
could not bring his own concept 
of the empire's strategic, economic 
and political interests -into line 
with that of the labor government, 


They said Wavell apparently 
wanted to defer Britain’s final de- 
cision to quit India completely 
for an indefinite period, 

Attlee announced Thursday that 
Lord Mountbatten would succeed 
Wavell as Viceroy. At the same 
time he disclosed that the British 
Government planned to take its 
hand out of Indian affairs by June 
1948, 

Comment by Indian Leader. 

In New Defi, Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru, chief minister of India’s 
interim government and leader of 
the Hindu-dominated Congress 
party, said today he “never 
doubted Lord Wavell’s sincerity 
and desire to serve India’s in- 
terests.” 

His statement was issued with 
regard to what he called an “un- 
just” report on his relations with 
Wavell, 

The report to which he referred 
quoted a New Delphi source close 
to Nehru as saying Nehru had 
been known to consider Wavell as 
an obstacle to settlement of the 
Congress party differences with 
the Moslem League. This source 
said Nehru’s associates objected to 
what they called Wavell’s in- 
triguing and added that the re- 
placement was regarded as a move 
to placate Nehru. 

Nehru declared that the British 
Government's decision to withdraw 
completely from India not later 
tha June 1948 was “wise and 
courageous” and a “challenge to 
all of us.” 

“We look forward to a peaceful 
and co-operative transition and to 
establishment of close and friendly 
relations with the British people 
for the mutual advantage of both 
countries and for the advance-

GENERAL STRIKE 
THREAT IN FRANCE 
OVER WAGE ISSUE 


1,300,000 Government 
Workers, 50,000 Miners 
Say They Will Quit Un- 
less Pay Is Raised.

PARIS, Feb. 22 (AP) — The 
threat of a general strike grew in 
France today at 1,300,000 Govern- 
iment workers and 50,000 miners 
declared they would walk off their 
jobs unless they received salary 


, increases, 


In Paris, coal] was lacking for

| 1000 gasoline station attendants 
remained idle in their strike for 
higher pay. 

The miners were demanding as 
a “minimum necessity” a wage of 
7000 francs ($56) a month. There 
were indications Premier Paul 
Ramadier might accede to the re- 
quest, and one labor leader said 
the $56 minimum would be wel- 
comed generally throughout the 
natian. 

Government workers were ask- 
ing for a 20 per cent general in- 
crease. Approximately 72,000 Gov- 
ernment employes were said to be 
making less than the $56 mini- 
mum. The 1,300,000 civil employes 
compared with 700,000 before the 
war. 

Would Have Wide Affect. 

A walkout would paralyze rail- 
roads, postal, telegraph and tele- 
phone communications and likely 
lead to a general strike through- 
out the nation. 

Gasoline attendants in Paris re- 
mained at home for the third con- 
secutive day in protest against a 
Government order that they. ane 
sell gasoline at 20 francs a liter 
with coupons and 60 without cou- 
pons.

Being Built for 
Warson Village 


The first unit has been com- 
pleted and occupied in a neigh- 
borhood shopping center, which 
will involve an estimated invest- 
ment of $750,000 in land and 
buildings, at 9900 Manchester 
road, just west of Berry road. 

The project will be called the 
Warson Village Shopping Center, 
and is to include 25 shops and 
15,000 square feet of general office 
space in three builgings flanking 
a front-door parking area designed 
to handle 300 to 400 automobiles. 

Joseph H. White & Son, the 
developers, say it will be the only 
concentrated shopping develop- 
ment on Manchester road between 
Maplewood and Kirkwood, When 
completed, it will have a Man- 
chester road frontage of 1000 feet. 

Architect Frederick C. Stern- 
berg has designed the structures 
and the landscaped parking court. 

The first unit of the structure 
is occupied by a suburban pastry 
shop. Other store space has been 
designed to handle such establish- 
ments as food market, bakery, ap- 
pliance store, variety store, beauty 
shop, drug store, liquor store, gen- 
eral apparel shops and a restaur- 
ant. 

Sternberg. in reporting on the 
project, said several of the units 
have been leased before construc- 
tion, and that application has been 
made to the CPA here to go ahead 
with more of the building pro- 
gram. 

In the design, arcades will lead 
from building to building, and play 
space is to be provided for chil- 
dren, Sternberg said. Walls will 
be of brick and long, thin layers 
of stone, to develop a suburban 
appearance. 

The roofs will be independently 
supported, so that store units may

Farming Now 
Big Business, 


Club Is Told 


Don’t .sel] the farmer short, he’s 
the biggest business man in Amer- 
ica, Don Ross advised members 
of the St. Louis Advertising Club 
at its luncheon in the Statler 
Hotel last week. Ross is mer- 
chandising manager of Success- 
ful Farming, magazine published 
at Des Moines, Ia., and previously 
was a market research man, which 
lends weight to his words, 

American farmers made 25 years 
of progress in the five wartime 
years just passed, Ross said, much 
more progress than science and 
ndustry made in the same period, 
the atom bomb notwithstanding. 
“In 1776,” Ross pointed out, us- 
ing charts, “90 per cent of the 
American populatien lived on 
farms and it took nine farmers to 
feed one city man. Today it takes 
two farmers to feed eight persons 
in the city and only 23 per cent 
of the country’s population lives 
on farms, 


Land Being Improved. 
“Moreover,” Ross said, “the 
farmers are producing food for 
export, as well as plenty for the. 
nation. 

“Five million acres of good pro- 
tein lands in the upper Mississippi 
Valley are being improved, rather 


soils, by liming, fertilizing, con- 
tour plowing to prevent erosion, 
proper drainage and by crop rota- 
tion. 

“A farmer who previously could 
plow only 1.5 acres a day with a 
team, now does 10 a day with a 
tractor. Similarly,” Ross pointed 
out, “one farmer could cultivate 
only nine acres a day, but now 


ery. He could pick 75 bushels of 
corn a day, but now picks 1000 
by machinery. 

“Once it took 12 minutes to 
milk a cow. Now,” said Ross, 
“the farmer does it in three min- 
utes. He mows 18 acres of hay 
in the time it formerly took to 
mow 1.5 acres and cuts 10 acres 
of grain a day, instead of one, as 
formerly.” 

Ross said corn, prime crop of 
the upper Mississippi Valley states 
now grosses $3,515,989,900 a year 
for the growers and that the 
yield (25 bushels an acre in 1900) 
has been increased to 36 bushels 
an acre through the use of hybrid 
seed, fertilizer, disease control, 
and methods of handling. 


“Dairying is a science,” Ross 
said, “with production up 35 per 
cent since World War 1, through 
understanding of genetics, breed- 
ing, feeding and housing prac- 
tices, and through legislation.” 


' Life Insurance Up. 


He pointed out that the average 
hen produced 83 eggs a year in 
1909 valued at $1.38 to the farmer, 
and that today a hen produces 
111 eggs a year, with a value of 
$3.45, or a total yield to poultry- 
men throughout the nation of §$2,- 
500,000. Current production is 
achieved with 15 per cent less feed 
ory was being used in 1941, Ross 
said. 


Hogs, too, Ross said, have moved 
up to a new status as a money 
crop. 

Farm held life insurance, Ross 
said, has advanced to a _ total 
greater than that held by urban 
dwellers, and life in the rural 
areas no longer is a matter of 
inconvenience, He credited the 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion with a large part in a change 
in construction and equipment of 
the farm home and outbuildings. 
The Upper Mississippi Valley 
farmer, Ross concluded, is an tn- 
dividual with net worth averaging 
from $25,000 to $50,000 or more 
in real estate, equipment and com- 
modities; in most Cases a gradu-

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Contracts Increase 
For Housing Units 


Construction contracts were 
awarded in January for 34,393 
dwelling units in the 37 states 
east of the Rocky mountains, 
compared to 18,225 units included 
in contracts awarded during Jan- 
uary 1946 and 28,917 in December 
of last year, it was reported yes- 
terday by F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion, a fact-finding organization 
for the construction industry. 

Last month's residential build- 
ing contracts had a dollar valua- 
tion of $257,419,000 against $89,- 
715,000 in the corresponding month 
of last year, and $193,365,000 in 
December. Six per cent of last 
month’s residential awards were 
classified as publicly owned hous- 
ing. 

Sharp gains were reported last 
month for heavy engineering con- 
struction, to bring the total of all 
contracts awarded to $571,628,000 
against $357,501,000 in January of 
last year, and $457,278,000 in De- 
cember, the Dodge Corporation re- 
ported.

They found that lean beef, 
poultry and eggs are the most eas- 
ily preserved protein foods. In the 
case of vegetables, green peas, 
mushrooms and tomatoes gave 
satisfactory results. An irradiated 
steak, they said, was unchanged 
for all practical purposes after 
storage in an incubator at 98 de- 
grees Fahrenheit for 12 days. 

The same was true for whole 
eggs, as well as egg yolks and de- 
hydrated eggs. Whole pigeon eggs 
were “absolutely fresh after stor- 
age for 10 weeks at room temper- 
ature,” they wrote, 

“Preservation of fluid milk with- 

out changes in taste proved to be 
of considerable difficulty, but was 
achieved, 
“Irradiation at room tempera- 
ture caused changes in the red 
color of many of the treated food 
samples, In the case of meat prod- 
ucts, the color changed frequently 
from red to dark purple, whereas 
in products such ag strawberries, 
carrots, etc.,, a definite bleaching 
took place. 


“After exposure to high-speed 
electrons, sea foods, such as sal- 
mon, shrimps, oysters and lobsters 
were stored at elevated tempera- 
tures for periods of from four to 
12 days and were found to be satis- 
factory except for a slightly smoky 
taste, which developed after about 
five days. We would like to un- 
derscore at this point that no pre- 
servatives were added in any of 
these experiments.” 

Meat packers are said to be 
keenly interested in the report by 
Drs. Brasch and Huber. At the 
outset of their report, they wrote: 
“There exists today no convenient 
method of preserving foodstuffs 
in their fresh, raw state and our 
experiments were in part directed 
to this need.” 

In the last several years, the 
scientists wrote, “We have exposed 
a number of drugs and other 
chemical compounds, foodstuffs 
and cultures of micro-organisms 
to the action of penetrating, nega- 
tively charged particles (elec- 
trons), which were relaesed dur- 
ing a time period of about 1-1,000,- 
000 of a second, The electronic in- 
tensity applied . . . amounted to 
about 30,000 to 50,000 amperes.” 
The machine, which they built 
in their laboratories in Brooklyn, 
produces ultra-short electrical im- 
pulses of very high voltages which, 
in a specially designed discharge 
tube, are converted into corre- 
spondingly short bursts of elec- 
trons,

NEW YORK, Feb. 22 (INS)— 
Dr. Helge Larsen, curator of the 
Danish National Museum of Na- 
tural History, claimed today to 
have found the first definite proof 
that the prehistoric settlers of 
North America came from Asia. 
Dr. Larsen, a well-known an- 
thropologist, said: “The forebears 
of the present Eskimos migrated 
from the northeast coast of Si- 
beria, Ethnically they are akin 
to the present natives of Russian 
Siberia.” 

Archeologists long have theor- 
ized that the first settlers of North 
America migrated from Asia, but 
proof was lacking until Dr, Lar- 
sen and two American scientists 
discovered remains of a 2000-year- 


old city, north of the Arctic Circle 
where a highly cultured eastern 
people lived. The others were 
Profs. Froelich B. Rainey and 
Louis Giddings, anthropologists of 
the University of Alaska. 

City Discovered 7 Years Ago. 
The city of the mysterious peo- 
ple who buried their dead with 
ivory disks covering the eyes and 
ivory plugs inserted into the nos- 
trils and mouth was discovered 
nearly seven years ago. 

It was not until a few weeks 
ago, however, that Dr. Larsen, in- 
terned by the Germans in Copen- 
hagen in the war, was able to 
leave for the United States. Since 
then he has been working at the

700 Houses Found in City. 
The three men counted more 
than 700 houses lining four ave- 
nues about a mile long. They 
theorized that other homes were 
carried out to sea by the ocean 
which is gradually eating away 
the shore. 


They believed that there were 
about one thousand homes and at 
least three thousand people at 
Ipiutak, which would make it a 
larger city than Fairbanks, the 
present metropolis of Alaska. 

“This is an immense community 
in the Arctic,“ Dr. Larsen said. 
“The present-day Eskimo com- 
munities seldom comprise more 
than 40 or 50 homes, at the most 
possibly 100.” 

In the summer of 1939 Larsen, 

Rainey and Giddings were “dig- 
ging around” at Point Hope, Alas- 
ka, 130 miles north of the Arctic 
circle. Point Hope is a long nar- 
row peninsula which juts out 15 
miles into the Polar sea from 
Alaska’s northernmost coast, 
“It was sundown,” Larsen re- 
called, “and we were walking 
along a grassy plain. A trick of 
the light and shadows outlined a 
series of shallow depressions, each 
roughly 10 or 12 feet square. 

“We had gone over this area 
before and never noticed them. 
Now. someone said, ‘Let’s have a 
look into it.' 


Find House, Harpoon Heads. 


“We began to dig and found the 
outlines of a driftwood log house 
and some harpoon heads made of 
reindeer horn. The latter excited 
us. They were finely carved, far 
superior to anything that the Es- 
kimos turn out today.” |

The present day Eskimo has no 
recollection of this superior cul- 
ture which preceded his own, 
Larsen said, 

Bases of Proof, 

Larsen bases his assertion of 
proof that these early people came 
from Siberia on three main fac- 
tors: 

“They used the highly developed 
‘Siberian animal design’ on their 
tools and ornaments, a style of de- 
picting animals which is too spe- 
cialized and distinctive to have 
been developed independently and 
by coincidence. 
“Second, they worked in iron. 
At that time, about the period of 
Christ, iron was used in Asia, 
Europe and Africa and the only 
place they could have migrated

This is shown in records of the federal duck stamp sales for the 


Government’s fiscal years. 


There was a total of 1,725,505 
duck stamps sold in the year end- 
ing last June 30, compared with 
603,623 for the 1936-37 fiscal year. 
This represented an increase of 
185 per cent. 

In Missour|, the sales increased 
from 17,149 to 44,962, a gain of 162 
per cent. Illinois duck stamp sales 
were 53,251 at the start of the 
period and 77,452 at the end. For 


Iowa, the figures are 27,294 and i+ 


41,529. 

Arkansas sales jumped 343 per 
cent, from 10,268 to 45,538. The 
figures for the District of Colum- 
bia present a marked contrast. For 
the year that ended last June 30, 
there were 12,646 Federal duck 


stamps sold in the district, but’ 


only 1017 were sold in the Gov- 
ernment’s fiscal year in 1936. That 
looks like a lot of hunting for 
the banks of the Potomac! 
“Leased From U.S.” 

Duck hunters in the area above 
the Alton Dam find themselves 
confronted with the question 
whether they can hunt on the 
land taken over by the Govern- 


ment. 

The United States Army Corps 
of Engineers explains that public 
hunting privileges extend to the 
land owned outright by the Gov- 
ernment. However, when the land 
is leased back to the original own- 
ers—as some of it is—hunting is 
prohibited. This restriction also 
applies to the person occupying 
the land and his guests as well as 
others. : 

The hunting restriction, it was 
explained, was put in the lease 
contracts at the insistence of the 
Department of the Interior. 


The leased lands are said by 
the Engineers’ office to be well 
posted by the lessees, so any 
sign stating “This land leased 
from US.” means “Hunters, 
stay off!”

What a Lake Will Do. 
An example of what can be done

Moss, assistant agent in charge 
of the FBI office here, completed

During the fall and winter 
months several flights of birds 
were observed on the surface of 
the lake and frequently three 
fully-grown deer and two fauns 
come to munch on the rye grass 
planted in the sodded area around

The lake has a surface area of

Holding the water is a crescent- 
shaped earthen dam, 350 yards 
long. A limestone spring, flowing 
all year, delivers 20,000 to 25,000 
gallons of cold, clear water daily. 
A rock spillway maintains a con- 
stant surface level.

WASHINGTON. 
IR WILLMOTT LEWIS, Washington 
correspondent of the London Times 
who for 27 years has been brilliantly 
making England and America better ac- 
quainted, is about to retire with this advice 
to his successor: 

“The best thing to do with Anglo- 
American relations is to leave them alone.” 

“The successor is above all never to con- 
eern himself about anti-British sentiment 
in this country which, according to Sir 
Willmott, has been “‘the normal state of 
affairs since 1776. Besides, it is nothing 
to worry about, he thinks. 

“We have reached the point now,” says 
the only titled English member of the 
United States Congressional press galleries, 
“where there is only one insoluble angle 
to our problems. That is, whether a man 
should lift his hat in an elevator or ele- 
vate his hat in a lift. All the others are 
on their way toward solution. That one 
will never be solved. 

“One of the curious ‘aspects of our re- 
lationship to one another is that we are 
always shouting ‘you’re another.’ That is 
because our origins are the same, our vir- 
tues and our sins so completely parallel. 


And parallel lines never meet—or didn't | 


until Einstein caught the universe bending. 

“There can be no difficulty as we eacli 
in turn look left, then right. The one 
thing we have to face in common over- 
rides all. What are we going to do in the 
present highly technological mass civiliza- 
tion? There is no easy way out of that 
one, whether you call it free enterprise or 
socialism.” 


Establishes Self 
As Washington Institution. 


With similar paradox - flavored mixtures: 
of the colloquial and the philosophiéal, all 
hinging: unobtrusively upon our common 
heritage, Sir Willmott has established him- 
self as one of the most successful beguilers 
of American public opinion in history. He 
has written, lectured and talked himself 
into a Washington Institution, and a repu- 
tation as England's unofficial and perennial 
ambassador to the United States. As such 
he is far more exciting to the average vis- 
iting fireman than any home-grown politico 
could possibly be. 

Henry L. Mencken says that he became 
a reporter because they always get front 
row seats free, Such offhand realism is not 
for Sir WiNmott. This is his alibi: 

“The newspaper business is the only 
occupation known to man that robs routine 
of ite monotony. We do the same thing 
every day, but every day it is something 
different. Our cast of characters is always 
chanzing. 

“And besides, newspaper men are the 
best bad company in the world.”’ 

In a return bow, the best-bad company 
has labeled their friend Bill, “The Influ- 
ence,”” and they are proud of him. When 
King George V sealed the Lewis achieve- 
ments with a knighthood, The National 
Press Club took it as a family compliment. 
Invitations were rushed out to a Gridiron- 
style dinner with Instructions that ‘‘decora- 
tions will be worn.” Then bedight with 
Sunday School badges and Boy Scout med- 
als they ribbed him as they do the Presi- 
dent, of the United States. It is doubtful if 
all the dinners of the English Speaking 
Union and the Pilgrims have accomplished 
quite so much for Anglo-American relations. 


Meditative Pieces 
On American Reactions. 


For the London Times, Sir Willmott 
writes meditative pieces on American re- 
actiong to British affairs and instructs the 
British what weight to give to American 
behavior. These pearls of wisdom would 
seem a trifle roundabout to most brisk 
U.S. journals, but they suit The Thunderer. 
Of them he says: 

“It is the task of a foreign correspondent 
to seek the great tides thaf sweep the 
country he is examining. He may dis- 
regard the waves that daily lap the shore. 
They are mostly wind — wind from the 
mouths of politicians.” ; 
™ Sir Willmott is also one of the blue rib- 
bon lecturers In a country with an inordil- 
nate appetite for the spoken word. Like 
the late Wendell Willkie, he grows incan- 
descent at the sight of three or more 
people gathered together and he has rarely 
refused a forum, be it the Princeton Alumni 
or the International Goitre Conference. As 
this activity combines the best features of 
service to his country and a labor of love, 
be has even kept his fees low. 

Finally, he talks. 

It is the considered judgment of his peers 
that in this field, Sir Willmott: is incom- 
parable as well as indefatigable. Regard- 
ing the necessary qualifications for this 
ephemeral art, Hesketh Pearson writes per- 
tinently in the chapter of his new biography 
of Oscar Wilde, which is devoted to “Wilde, 
The Talker.” Said Pearson; 


)@igious memory and a beautiful voice, 


“In addition to the creative ability nec- 
essary for such a purpose, he possessed the 
two indispensable qualifications for a talker 
who wishes to hold his audience: a pro-

good memory constitutes about 70 per cent 
of what commonly passes for genius. The 
politician who can confound his opponent’s 
present attitude by recalling his past utter- 
ances goes far. The barrister who can 
quote forgotten statutes at the right mo- 
ment and has all the evidence in a case 
at his tongue’s tip, need have no anxiety 
about his future.

“No one will lsten for long without im- 
patience to a man whose manner of utter- 
ance is not as attractive as the matter; and 
in this respect Wilde had been royally en- 
dowed ... Thus he could make the slightest 
story sound delightful, and those who had 
heard him speak a parable found it cold 
and lifeless when they read it in print.’’ 


A “Deep Organ Voice” 
With English Inflection. 


By common consent the copyright on the 
“deep organ voice’’ has been awarded to the 
Lewis accents which retain enough English 


annoy. His memory is so exhaustive as to 
be incredible. Writer Maxine Davis in some 
exasperation has remarked that his real 
decoration should be a pair of quotation 
marks around himself. 


Naturally Sir Willmott’s conversational 
prowess has been a source of chagrin to 
some of the native competition. Drowned 
out, Herbert Bayard Swope defensively com- 
mented, “‘A plausible fellow but unsound.” 
As Dorothy Thompson moved off defeated 
from the unequal contest at a Washington 
levee, Sir Willmott shook his head pity- 
ingly. “Our Dorothy,” he said, “has dis- 
covered the secret of perpetual emotion.” 

The Lewis orbit embraces an elegant 
federal house in Georgetown remodeled by 
the present Lady Lewis, his third wife; a 
commanding niche in the capital’s leading 
saloon and permanent information-please, 
the National Press Club, and a _ book- 
crammed cubbyhole one floor below in the 
National Press building. From these, he 
sallies forth to any social affair worth 
attending. 


He deplores, he says, the amount of 
attention paid to his imminent retirement 
but he is incapable of closing’ his office 
door. Sighing and sinking deeper into an 
armchair so battered he would have to pay 
a junkman to carry it away, he admonishes 
the interviewer: ‘‘Publicity is the disease of 
a mass civilization.” The word has sparked 
the fabulous memory and he is off: 

“We are in our business the valets of 
the great. There is a saying that no man 
is a hero to his valet. When this was 
repeated’ to Immanuel Kant, the German 
philosopher, he replied: ‘Ah, yes. But it 
does not mean that a great man is not a 
great man. It means only that a valet is 
always a valet.’ One wonders whether it 
might not be true to describe a reporter 
as the valet of a public man, bringing him 
every morning a new andawell pressed suit 
of publicity,” 

Sir Willmott is so thoroughly absorbed 
into American life and politics, he won the 
National Press Club pool im 1936 with the

correct estimate of the size of Roosevelt's 
majority. But he still hesitates to exercise 
his earned franchise as a member of the 
family to speak critically of Americans and 
American affairs; Over all he casts ‘the 
cloak of his justly celebrated urbanity. 


“All Americans Are 
Typical U.S. Senators.” 


Of Franklin Roosevelt, to whom he was 
devoted, he says: ‘“‘No President except per- 
haps Abraham Lincoln ever dealt with prob- 
lems of such magnitude. A man is rightly 
judged perhaps as much by the stature of 
the emergency and the problems he faced 
as by his actions. Mr. Roosevelt faced one 
long appalling emergency from his taking 
office until his death. His reputation is 
quite secure with posterity and the his- 
torians.” 


Of the hundreds of United States Sena- 
tors he has known intimately since 1920 
he was asked which one seemed to him most 
typically American. His eyes laughed. 
“All Americans are typical American Sena- 
tors,”’ he said. 


Plainly he admired Huey Long, “one of 
the shrewdest men who ever came to Wash- 
ington. I enjoyed him so much I dined with 
him in public places,” 

“Huey Long said one thing never to be 
forgotten,” Sir Willmott continued solemn- 
ly. “Asked if this country would ever go 
Fascist he replied, ‘Certainly, but we wil] 
call it anti-Fascism.’ ”’ 

Sir Willmott’s favorite method of proving 
how America and England ‘are “separated 
by a common language” is to contrast 
“typical” American and English jokes. 
Samples: 

The American: A new American school 
issued its prospectus to attract the interest 
of parents. The first paragraph read: “The 
traditions of the school will be as follows:” 

The English: An Englishman was re- 
counting his adventures on a station plat- 
form. “I saw at the other end of the plat- 
form a tall and venerable man who looked 
to me like the Archbishop of York,” said 
the Englishman. “So I went up to him and 
said, ‘Pardon me, sir, are you the Arch- 
bishop of York?’ He replied, ‘What the 
hell has that got to do with you?’ So to 
this day I don’t know whether he was the 
Archbishop of York or not.’’ 


Recurring Dread 
Of American Isolation. 


For his reaction to prohibition, Sir Will- 
mott turns to Charles Dickens, ‘It always 
reminded me of Sairey Gamp,” he mused. 
“She said, ‘Leave the bottle on the chimbley 
piece so I may put my Iips to it when so 
dispodged.’ The Americans said, ‘Yes, let 
us have prohibition but leave the bottle on 
the chimbley piece so we may put our lips 
to it when so dispodged.’ ” 

But the organ voice can toll doom, too, 
and that it does when Sir Willmott speaks 
of the recurring dread of every European 
that America may réturn to isolation. 

“I have always said ‘that it would be im- 
possible to print a positive image of peace 
from an American negative,” he said. ‘“‘That 
is more true today than ever. It is hardly 
possible now for you even to toy with the 
idea. 

“The passage of time, the changes in this 
country and in the outer world, have left 
the United States virtually no margin for

error in the field of foreign policy. There 
was a time when we all might make mis- 
takes. That time is gone forever. The men 
at the top in every country know this; they 
know whether or not they always act it, 
that no country can go it alone.” 

Sir Willmott attributes the emotional pull 
toward isolation in this country, 80 appar- 
ent in the new Congress, to the pressure of 
little local interests that build up impres- 
sively in so big a country. “This isolation,” 
he said, “is chiefly apparent in your tariff, 
your lending problems, your commercial ar- 
rangements, things which were once nor- 
mally called and thought to be completely 
domestic matters. Now and forever they 
are vital to your foreign policy.” 


United States Has 
Eight Separate Regions. 


The safest way, he thought, for a for- 
eigner to think about the United States was 
to view it as a continent with eight regions 
having conflicting interests. The eight: 
New England; the mid-Atlantic states, in- 
cluding New York, Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sey, Delaware; the southeast; southwest; 
midwest; prairie states; mountain states, 
and the Pacific slope. These regions, he 
thinks, do not always understand how com- 
pletely interdependent they are. 


Counseling patience and more patience, 
he suggested that “nations, like people, oc- 
casionally get drunk and disorderly.  Per- 
haps we could even suggest that sometimes 
applies to states.” 


Like all newspaper men, Sir Willmott is 
a shoptalker and no conversation ever pro- 
ceeds far without reversion to it. He thinks 
his best. comments were contained in a ‘‘Ten 
Commandments for. Journalists” which he 
delivered years ago at a Yale lecture. 

The. first: Always take your job serious- 

eyer take yourself seriously. 

e tenth: A typical patriot believes that 
the women of his country are more virtuous 
and its statesmen more stupid than those 
of any other country. Remember he is 
wrong on both these counts and probably 
on all others. 

4 Though he has long worked for the most 
stately and respectable of journals, Sir 
Willmott has a sneaking, not to mention 
sympathetic admiration for what Lady 
Lindsay, a sufferer, once acidly described 
as “‘the more lighthearted American jour- 
nalism.” A favorite tale deals with a friend 
of Sir Willmott who purchased a lagging 
daily and proceeded to revive it by, shall 
we say, dramatizing its contents. Circula- 
tion zoomed, 

Meeting Sir Willmott the friend crowed. 


»‘*What do you think of us now?” he asked. 


“Splendid, old boy, splendid,” answered 
Bill. “‘But don’t you think you might verify 
some of your stories a little more care- 
fully?” 

‘‘Nonsense,” said the friend. “You have 
no idea how many good stories have been 
ruined by over-verification.”’ 


Suggested Motto 
For State Department. 


During the London Naval Conference, Sir 
Willmott cabled home: “‘The American peo- 
ple are demanding faith, hope and parity.” 

A certain cleric active in society he has 
dubbed “‘Savonarola and soda.” Of another 
he exclaimed, ‘‘He is a moralist in the worst 
sense of the word.” 

During one outbreak of internecine atrife 
in the State Department he suggested en- 
graving over the entrance to the building: 
“Out, damned spat.” 

A favored lecture opening is “I feel like 
a lion in a den of Daniels.’’ He has also 
inquired of his audiences: ‘‘Who killed the 
goose that laid the golden age?”’ Anvther 
opening gambit that has mellowed many an 
audience is: “I am sure you all recall what 
Disraeli said to Queen Victoria.” They don’t 
Lut they are delighted to have so distin- 
guished a speaker think so. 

According to Sir Willmott if Euclid were 
alive and postulating a theory about politics 
as he did about mathematics, it would be- 
gin: “All politicians are the same: poli- 
tician.”’ 

An attack of sciatica in ’48 rendered him 
sepulchral. ‘“‘Nothing remains,” he said, 
“but to drop me as a leaflet over Germany.” 

Now that he is in good health he is the 
philosopher. ‘‘Man’s life is divided into two 
periods,” he said. “In the first he sets a 
bad example. In the second, he gives good 
advice. But I long ago reached the true 
dividing line. 

“It happened in Paris. I reached my club 
about noon, feeling more dead than alive 
and ordered a whiskey. An old gentleman 
who had leased the most comfortable chair 
by the window looked at me with sympathy 
and comprehension, ‘Pretty bad, eh?’ he 
asked. I nodded. 

““*My boy,’ said my elderly friend, ‘you 
have reached the age where you must make 
the most important decision of your life.

Is such a guarantee possible? Is stabilized employment a feasi- 


ble alternative? What are the pros and cons? 


The demand for stabilized employment is 
based on the requirements of the worker's 
family budget. He has constant and con- 
tinuing requirements for food, clothing and 
shelter. But industry is subject to 
violent fluctuations in orders and output. 
Therefore, wages fluctuate correspondingly. 
Herein lies the dilemma. 


But even the employer needs stabilized 
employment. It helps him to keep his or- 
ganization intact, to retain key men and 
efficient workers. Indeed, the entire econ- 
omy needs stabilization. For every em- 
ployer is affected by the discharge of the 
workers in other industries. 


The benefits to the worker are pro- 
nounced. He develops a feeling of security 
and can plan ahead for buying a home 
and educating his children. In the Nunn- 
Bush Shoe Company, the worker’s annual 
earnings are higher than for the average 
shoe worker, even though the wage rate 
per hour is lower. 


The employer benefits also. When tem- 
porary peak loads are eliminated, costs de- 
cline, Stable production requires less re- 
serve and idle plant capacity and less over- 
head expense. Overtime penalty and un- 
employment insurance can be reduced. 
Workers are less inclined to restrict output 
for fear that the job may disappear. Out- 
put is increased. Labor is more ready to 
accept new machinery and technological 
improvements. 


Unrest Diminishes 
Where Plans Operate. 


Where annual wage plans have been 
operating for some time, labor unrest 
diminishes. The Procter & Gamble plan of 
wage stabilization has produced undoubted 
benefits. According to its president, ‘‘Good 
labor relations result. Procter & Gamble 
Company has not had a real strike in sixty 
years.”’ 


A Government report shows how few 
employes enjoy such benefits. In a survey 
covering 8,000,000 workers, only 42,500 or 
one-half per cent, were covered and in the 
manufacturing industries, only two-tenths 
of one per cent. 


Obviously, wage stabilization is more 
feasible in companies making and distribut- 
ing consumer goods because the demand is 
constant. The above Government survey 
showed that about 31 per cent of the plants 
were in retail trade, 18 per cent in whole- 
sale trade and 20 per cent in food process- 
ing. Heavy industries and steel making’ 
were notably absent. 

Plans have been successful only in con- 
sumers’ goods industries. Yet most wage 
guarantee plans failed. The number of 
plans that remained in operation for 20 
years or more has been insignificant, No 
plan in effect in 1929 to guarantee wages 
or assure employment has survived, except 
that of the Procter & Gamble Company and 
the Columbia Conserve Company. Some of 
the plans were abandoned after an experi- 
ence of only one or two years. A prolonged 
and serious decline in business can break 
any plan. 


Responsibilities That 
~ Labor Unions Must Assume. 


The unions have a responsibility cor- 
responding to their demands. The unions 
must choose. If they are serious/about sta- 
bilizing employment, will they) accept re- 
sponsibility corresponding to their demands? 
If they insist on maintaining the highest 
hourly rate in history and the resulting 
higher ‘“‘break even’’ point in operations, 
they must also accept inevitably earlier 
unemployment. 

Or are. they willing to accept a lower 
rate per hour to obtain fuller employment 
per year as Nunn-Bush workers have? 
Will the unions’ rules permit the transfer 
of men to other jobs at a lower wage rate 
per hour? Will the unions tolerate or ter- 
minate the jurisdictional disputes involved 
in such shifts? If the work week is guar- 
anteed, will the unions permit offsetting 
“‘undertime” against “overtime” without 
penalty? Will the unions agree not to 
strike during the life of the contract? Will 
the unions recognize that the worker’s wage 
rate per hour can come only out of his pro- 
ductivity? Will the unions, therefore, sus- 
pend “featherbed rules’’ or “‘make work’’ 
devices which restrict productivity? 

If all the elements in the cost of produc- 
tion would decline in proportion to the sell- 
ing prices so as to avoid a deficit, high em- 
ployment could continue. Obviously, even 
if the workers owned the plant, they could 
not pay themselves a wage which would end 
in a deficit. A wage guarantee requires a 
balance between wages, selling prices and 
profits. Something must yield. If wages 


are rigid, employment yields. But if em- 


ployment is to be eonstant, wage rates 
must yield. 


What are the prerequisites of any plan 
for stabilisation of employment? It must 
be based on experiment and gradual de- 
velopment. Every successful plan was pre- 
ceded by careful study and its introductios 
required several years. 


The steel industry faces special diffieul- 
tles in stabilizing employment. What @jd 
the CIO forecast as its demand? In the 
1944 steel wage case, the following pro- 
visions were specified: Each employe. in 
the companies concerned shall be guaran- 
teed a minimum weekly wage for each wéek 
during the life of the contract. The wage 
shall be computed by taking the employe’s 
straight-time average hourly rate of earn- 
ings and multiplying it by 40 hours. If 
the employe works for less than 40 hours 
a week, he is to be given his regular weekly 
wage nevertheless. Idle time need not be 
offset by overtime. ‘ 


The CIO Steel Workers’ Union actually 
co-operated in setting up a guaranteed an- 
nual wage plan on very moderate terms. In 
the summer of 1945, the U.S.W.A. obtained 
a guaranteed employment clause in a new 
contract with the Wildman Manufacturiag 
Company of Norristown, Pa, This is*a 
small company having only 326 employes. 
The company guarantees 30 weeks’ work 
(1200 hours), for 70 per cent of the eritire 
staff, covering workers employed five years 
or more. 


Several safety clauses are included. Over~ 
time is applied against the 1200-hour guaf- 
antee. A strike relieves the company of the 
guarantee concerning the strikers. The 
guarantee is forfeited by employes who quit 
or are discharged. Hours of unwarranted 
absenteeism are deducted from the cuar- 
antee, “ 


The steel industry appreciates the need 
for stabilization of production and employ- 
ment and, for years, individual companies 
have taken steps in this direction. True, 
these measures have not been organized or 
industry-wide. 
dividual companies or departments at vari- 
ous times. 


Consumer Industries 
Called Place to Begin. 


The steel industry has unique problems in 
seeking to develop stabilization of empley- 
ment. Difficulties would remain even under 
a flexible wage assurance plan. 

The place to begin is in the consumers’ 
goods industries. R. R. Deupree, president 
of the Procter & Gamble Company, which 
has long been successful with wage stabil- 
ization, confirmed this view. “If we can 
find a way to operate our factories evenly 
and add to our present plants dr build new 
ones evenly, as consumption rises, we will 
make it possible for the steel producer to 
operate more evenly.” 


Instability of the steel industry is aggra- 
vated by forces outside the business. Sta- 
bilization of wages and employment in the 
steel industry depends on control of the 
business cycle. In this the Government is 
involved. Federal policies on taxes, on 
wages and hours, and on labor’s powers 
encourage or discourage risk-taking, pro- 
duction, and employment in capital goods 
industries. 


As Philip Murray said: “But because it has 
not been solved is no proof that the prob- 
lem of a ‘dependable yearly income’ for 
wage earners and their families is insolu- 
ble.”” He did not say a ‘“‘guaranteed annual 
wage.” 

An experimental approach to the problem 
is necessary. Let the unions propose a 
workable program. Let the union account- 
ants take the income statements of the steel 
industry for the 20 peace years, 1919 toe 
1938. Let them show whether the Cl0-type 
of demand for a fixed annual wage guar- 
antee can be met without bankrupting the 
employers and thus ending employment, 


Are the fnions willing to try out a plan 
on a temporary and experimental basis with 
adequate “savings clauses” until experience 
i: acquired to perfect it? We must experi- 
ment toward the goal. This requires time¢, 
trial and study, Various types of wage 
and employment. stabilization measures 
could be attempted. Out of the varieties 
of methods may emerge patterns to suit 
different industries. 


Stabilization of wages and employment 
does not concern the steel industry alone. 
It is part of our social and political goal. 
The United States leads the world not 
merely in production, but in its democratie 
ideals, both in war and peace. America 
pioneered in the mechanics of production. 
It ean pioneer also in social invention and 
in the human element of producticn. 


Yet the difficulties are not insuperable.

The Jewel India 


Two centuries have plodded leaden-like 
across the gold and grime. of India since, on a 
June day, an Englishman named Clive, with 
3000 troops and eight cannon, plucked the 
brightest jewel of the British crown from the 
Mohammedan on the battlefield of Plassey. Two 
centuries later, lacking four months and three 


' days, an Englishman named Attlee stood in 


Commons and thrust the jewel back. 

India shall be India’s. The Prime Minister 
said it once as a promise, and he says it a sec- 
ond time with the ring of a threat. Let Hindu 
and Moslem conform their differences. They 
have asked for freedom from England, and, 
now it is within their grasp, they are enslaved 
by their own dispute. Whether they learn to 
rule themselves or fail, the First Minister says, 
England withdraws by June, 1948. 

It is a long way to come, two centuries. A way 
taken at a pace as slow as the dead march. 
Strewn with war, and famine, and the small, 
intolerable hunger of every-day. Even before 
then, India was oppressed by the iron heel of 
the conqueror, Alexander the Great and Tamer- 
lane; the crafty bookkeeper’s hand of the ex- 
ploiter, Portuguese and Dutch; and, craftiest of 
them all, the Governor and Company of mer- 
chants of London trading into the East Indies 
—East ‘India Company, mariner and merchant, 
tradesman and tyrant, 

It is a squalid history, of a land so fabulously 
rich that men’s avarice was enthralled since the 
beginning of the lie of Northwest Passage—so 
fabulously poor that life to its millions was dust 
in the mouth and gnawing in the belly and an 
early grave. Reform was slow and slight— 
Warren Hastings's system of justice, completed 
by Cornwallis; Victoria’s proclamation of re- 
ligious toleration; enactment of the penal code, 
drawn by Macaulay; the Morley-Minto reforms, 
giving Indians more part in Civil Service and 
legislative councils; the Government of India 
Act, with its limited Constitution. 

The rule of India, meanwhile, was achieved 
in blood. Often it was British blood, as at the 
black hole of Calcutta, which Plassey avenged, 
when the Nawab of Bengal, Suraj ud-Dowlah, 
a teen-age boy with the temper of a madman 
grown, threw 146 Britishers into a packed and 
airless box of a jail in the tropical heat, of 
whom 123 were dead next morning. 

The soldiers’ centuries are ending now. It is 
to be the century of the statesmen, if they 
are to be found. Three lawyers hold India’s 
destiny. Gandhi, who became, a quarter-century 
ago, the first man ever to fire the spirits of the 
masses of the people — Gandhi the ascetic, 
apostle of satyagraha—reliance on truth, insist- 
ence on soul force; Gandhi in his loin cloth and 
his mud hut, political organizer of India’s 
700,000 villages. There is Nehru, a Brahmin of 
Kashmir, son of one of India’s wealthiest patri- 
cians, man above money, selfless patriot. There 
is Jinnah, rich, living in two splendid houses, 
dazzling speaker and master showman, “little 
Hitler” or “savior of Islam,” who leads the 
Moslem one-fourth of India though he himself 
shaves, smokes, and eats by day in the holy 
month of Ramadan. 

Here are the three dependencies of India’s 
389,000,000 people—nearly a fifth of the human 


ace, a nation with an average per capita in- 


come of less than $20 a year, torn by a cleav- 
age that is not of religion only, but also of 
wealth, and position, and ability. 

India is poor and divided. Can it hold a jewel 
in its keeping? The Constituent Assembly has 
proclaimed India’s independence. The Moslem 
League, though represented in the Cabinet, boy- 
cotts the Assembly, and Nehru threatens Hindu 
withdrawal from the Government unless the 
Moslems mend their anomalous position. Can 
the rival political parties work togéther for the 
good of India? In the triangular subcontinent, 
resting on the scimitar of the Himalayas, the 
questions are being answered, in blood and elo- 
quence and agony, for India and the Orient. 
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The Self-Reliant She

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Mr. Taft Takes His Stand 


Senator Taft, like Senator McKellar, opposes 


Mr. Lilienthal. 


“Temperamentally unfitted,” Taft says. But 
Charles A. Thomas, an industrial executive and 
his associate in the atomic control plan, finds 
him ideal—a “catalyst” who gets industry, sci- 
ence and government into a ‘“three-horse team” 
that works, wonders. 

“ ‘Soft’ on issues connected with Communism 
and Soviet Russia.” But Senator Hickenlooper, 
Republican chairman of, the inquiry, says this 
charge is without foundation, 

“Typical power-hungry bureaucrat... attempt- 
ed to build it (TVA) into a little independent but 
all-powerful government.” Strange that Beards- 
ley Rumi upholds him as a fellow-fighter against 
“big government”—and that the anti-bureaucrat 
press overwhelmingly favors him. 

“In the Lilienthal report on the atom bomb 
. .. no suggestion was made ... of nullifying 
Russia's veto.” Here Taft complains that the 
committee obeyed its instructions., It was asked 
to find a logical control plan. It was not asked 
to usurp the White House-State Department task 
of planning the international political arrange- 
ments. 

Taft opposes Lilienthal. Under Secretary Ache- 
son, Secretary Patterson, Karl and Arthur Comp- 
ton, James B. Conant, Harold C. Urey, Vanne- 
var Bush, nuclear scientists and other informed 
persons and groups so numerous that this page 
would hardly hold the list, all favor Lilienthal. 
Senator Tobey, who is anything but a friend of 
the Administration, favors him. Does Senator 
Taft consider these people bad Americans or 
stupid ones? 

“I would consider his confirmation a real 
threat to our national safety.” But Senator Lodge 
says Lilienthal is “accused without foundation” 
and is “the only man in the United States who 
has administered a project anywhere near as 
large and complex” as the control of atomic 
energy. 

And Frank Kent, after reiterating his own 
dislike of the Roosevelt regime, concedes Lilien- 
thal both “unusual character and unusual abili- 
ty.” Furthermore, 

Defeating Mr. Lilienthal will put conserva- 
tives—particularly the Republican conserva- 
tives . ..in a very bad position. It will 
make them seem so narrow, partisan and 
prejudiced that they pushed aside the best 
available man in the nation for this supreme- 
ly important post. 

So, taking his cue from McKellar, Senator 
Taft seems “narrow, partisan and prejudiced.” 
Such opposition can conceivably hurt Lilienthal's 
chances—if enough other Senators want to take 


*the same cue. Much surer, however, it has been 


no help to Mr. Taft’s presidential ambitions. 
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Vanishing Freight Cars 

Not production but transportation is the bot- 
tleneck responsible for many of the shortages 
afflicting the country now. Yet nothing, aside 
from name-calling, is being done about the 
shortage of freight cars. The railroads are in 
immediate need of 100,000 additional freight 
cars, but new cars are being delivered at a rate 
of oniy 3000 a month, against 6000 monthly go- 
ing to the junk pile. 

Steel that should be going into the manufac- 
ture of freight cars is going into other things. 
The manufacturers claim they can produce 9000 
freight cars a month. But this would require 
160,000 tons of. steel a month, against only a 
little better than 50,000 tons they are receiving. 

The lion's share is going into automobiles, re- 
frigerators and similar items. These use steel 
in a more finished form that brings a higher 
profit to the steel industry than the. plates and 
shapes required by the railroads. So automo- 
biles and such get first call. 

Meanwhile a basic shortage which affects the 
health of the whole national economy gets 
steadily worse. It is time for the Administra- 
tion to build a fire under the CPA, to the end 
that more steel is allocated for freight cars.

The Overhaul of Army Courts 


Secretary Patterson’s promised overhaul of the 
courts-martial system will be the first in 25 years. 
He has responded wisely to the resentment of 
our latest civilian army, which found that the 
styles of King Frederick would not fit — even 
though retailored by Baron Yon Steuben in the 
Revolution and altered a few times thereafter. 

The GIs complained of a double standard of 
justice for officers and enlisted men. So the 
Army is going to allow enlisted men on courts, 
Mr. Patterson says. 

Sentences in the late war were severe, some- 
times “fantastic,” the House Military Affairs 
Committee reported. So courts will be forbidden 
to impose excessive sentences, and execution for 
rape, which was the punishment of 51 soldiers 
in five years, will be abolished. 

Amateurs too often conducted trials, Mr. Pat- 
terson's special Bar Association Committee said. 
Henceforth defendants will have lawyers as coun- 
sel when the prosecutor is a lawyer. More 
trained legal personnel will be available. 

Since Mr, Patterson went so far in ordering 
these reforms, it is a surprise to note that he 
refused to accept the advice of his Bar Associa- 
tion committee on another point. The judges 
and lawyers suggested that courts-martial be ap- 
pointed outside the chain of command. - This 
would prevent commanding officers from using 
trials to promote discipline at the possible ex- 
pense of justice. 

Mr. Patterson said no. He thinks that a ban 
on attempts to influence trials will be sufficient, 
as if the commander's power to name the courts 
were not influence enough. 

Secretary Patterson might well reconsider this 
decision. He has done so much for the reform 
of military justice that it is all the more notice- 
able if he fails to erase the last hand-me-downs 
of Junkerism.

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Between Book Ends 


A Squirrel Stew 


BUT LOOK, THE MORN: THE STORY OF A CHILD- 
H , by MecKinliey Kenter. (Coward-McCann, 
New York.) 


The pleasures of autobiography, from the 
reader's point of view, abound in this nos- 
talgic record of his boyhood by an author 
noted for his deep interest in “the Ameri- 
can legend and the American dream,” In 
Webster City, Hamilton County, Iowa, Mac- 
Kinlay Kantor was born (1904) to a native 
Iowa mother and a Swedish-born father 
who had distressed and deserted her. In 
Webster City he grew up, amid associations 
and events that he recalls with a story- 
teller’s akill and rememberer'’s warmth. 

His swing from war and the returning 
soldier (his novel, “Glory for Me,” was the 
basis for the notable movie “Best Years of 
Our Lives”) to the pains and pleasures of 
a small-town boyhood may be due, as his 
publishers say, to perplexity over “the aft- 
ermath of war and the desperate problems 
of peace.” More likely are simpler causes 
—his having been “blessed with porous 
recollections,” his having “sopped up, in 
concentrated fashion,” the details of his 
earliest existence, his “own private Ameri- 
can squirrel-stew.” 

* + * 

Mr. Kantor’s Iowa origins and recollec- 
tions are as American as the “Spoon River 
Anthology,” “Penrod,” or “The Story of a 
Bad Boy.” The components of his backward 
look are as real and recognizable as the 
Great Stone Face or the merging of the 
Ohio and the Mississippi. That look takes 
in intermingled grim and gay: “sun of 
Mendelssohn and starlight of Strauss”; the 
juvenile terrorizing of a slobbering neigh- 
borhood halfwit; the marvels of 1912 Chi- 
cago on a week's visit to his scapegrace 
father; the “orgy of vicarious sadism” at 
revival meetings; the ecstasy of small fry 
on Watermelon day; the town turn-out for 
the visit of President Taft; “the secret sad- 
ist, the undetected murderer.” 

Leaf-smoke, wild grapevine swings, old 
acorns in the grass, slumbrous elm-bow- 
ered streets, eggs with yolks “the color of 
sunflowers,” the teacher who revealed the 
“thrill and ‘significance of our national 
past,” the sauce and seasoning of special 
occasions in church-going life—here are 
the marks of the humble American best. 

The authors mother is drawn with the 
vigor and affection—a woman sent “into 
the world to open the minds of all who 
looked to beautiful things.” I believe Mark 
Twain and William Allen White would ap- 
plaud Effie Kantor and the book in which 
her son, in poetic-pungent prose, makes 
her a beloved and pervasive presence. If 
there is an identifiablé essence of rem- 
mntavenes, this book has it.

Fuel for War 


OIL FOR VICTORY, by the Editors of Look. (Whit- 
y House, New York.) 

A story told mainly with pictures, this 
book displays in a vivid manner a modern 
truth: that a nation which lacks natural 
reservoirs of power or makes slow use of 
them is virtually helpless in competition 
with a people whose energies have been 
vastly multiplied by the use of the ma- 
chine. The braggart, Hitler, recognized this 
when he cried out to his henchmen in 
agony of possible defeat, “Make sure of 
oll for our war machines.” For petroleum 
was the breath of life, and the Second 
World War was mainly a conflict of ma- 
chines rather than of men. 

The capable editors of Look have pro- 
duced in this book what they call an excit- 
ing new journalistic form; a series of 
excellently reproduced photographs, ap- 
propriately arranged to tell a story.

COMMAND DECISION, by William Wister Haines. 
(Little, Brown & Ca., Boston.) 


William Wiste? Haines has written a 
short war novel which is one of the few 
first-rate stories written so far by an Amer- 
ican about World War II. The story con- 
cérns two busy days at an Army Air Force 
Division Headquarters in England. 

The Brigadier General commanding a 
bombardment division plans Operation 
Stitch, designed to destroy three jet-plane 
factories, extremely important targets, deep 
in Germany. His immediate superior has 
agreed to the undertaking, and when the 
story opens, the first raid has already taken 
place, with an unusually large loss of lives 
and planes. Interference by Washington, 
by a newspaper man, and by a congreasion- 
al committee, which arrives at the worst 
moment possible, all but halts the opera- 
tion and provides the author with material 
sufficient for a compelling story. 

Instead of experiencing action with those 
who take part in it, the reader waits in 
division headquarters to learn what has 
happened from radio reports and from the 
squadrons returning to their base. The mo- 
ments of suspense are skillfully built up, 
and the dialogue is well written, . 

The author served 33 months overseas 
with the Air Forces and writes as if he 
knows what he is talking about.

He is saying what 
the Elizabethans said continyally because 
they were in perpetual terror that beauty 
would be ruined by smallpox and that an 
early death would swallow them up... . 
Though ‘Hamlet’ may some day be forgot- 
ten, this poem will, I think, be remembered. 
Why? Not for what it contains, but for 
what it communicates outside of itself. I 
feel when I read it as though, in the dusk 
of knowledge and experience, a window 
had been thrown open.”

In four days in October, 1044, the United 
States Navy, fighting desperately to defend 
its initial beachheads in the return to the 
Philippines, fought the most severe and 
gallant sea action of World War Il. In the 
Battle for Leyte Gulf, the full force of the 
still powerful Japanese Navy, boasting the 
two largest battleships in the world, was 
thoroughly defeated and rendered ineffec- 
tual for the remaining days of the war. 

The action was complex, with the Japa- 
nese throwing a _ three-pronged counter- 
attack at our several defending Leyte 
forces. One prong attempted to force 
Surigao Strait. A second got through San 
Bernardino Strait after being subjected to 
prolonged air and submarine attacks, only 
to turn back when its greatest success 
seemed about to develop. A third, princi- 
pally comprised of carriers, succeeded in 
its mission of diverting Halsey’s forces 
—but at the cost of all its carriers. 

7 . . 

Despite the complexity of the action, Mr. 
Woodward has succeeded in writing a very 
straightforward and accurate. account of 
the long battle. He served in the Office of 
the Chief of Naval Operations as an intelli- 
gence officer, he has hati access to unusual 
and valuable source materials including of- 
ficial United States Navy action reports 
and the similar reports of the Jap Navy. 
He had also reports of the interrogation of 
high-ranking Jap officers after the War. 

As a result, Mr. Woodward not only can 
set down the American version of phases 
of the action, but can, and often does, sup- 
plement it with exactly what the Jap Navy 
said occurred. This is particularly inter- 
esting when applied to some of the claims 
made by our forces of damage done to the 
enemy. Some Navy aviators will read with 
disappointment the statements of Jap offi- 
cers of the amount of damage actually 
suffered from our air attacks, However, 
the writer points out under what difficult 
circumstances these estimates were made.

As the action unfolds, Mr. Woodward 
supplies ample times and positions so that 
the interested reader may plot the prog- 
reas of the long battle or he can refer to 
several small charts that show the tracks 
of all the forces involved. 

The most vivid account in the book con- 
cerns the heroic defense of our “jeep car- 
riers” by six lightly armed destroyers and 
destroyer escorts which, at the cost of 
many lives and the loss of three of the 
ships, closed the main Jap force, consisting 
of the heaviest battleships and cruisers, to 
less than 10,000 yards to launch torpedoes 
and fire their five-inch batteries. Their 
valiant action, combfned with the fearless 
air attacks of battle-fatigued aviators, 
turned back the enemy when the Japs had 
all but forced the road to Leyte Gulf, 
where only our old battleships and eruisers, 
already depleted of ammunition from a 
severe battle in Surigao Strait, stood be- 
tween them and our landing ships. 

The author has caught the spirit that 
pervaded our forces and that, along with 
his thoroughly readable style, makes the 
book much more than a mere recital of 
events.

Just as in prewar Poland, Bul- 
garia and Yugoslavia, the Magyar 
and Rontanian Communists had 
their parties officially suppressed 
for most of the time between the 
wars. Through their national 
anti-Nazi resistance movements 
they came up again the hard 
way—without any mass member- 
ship, with only a skeleton of 
party organization, in the position 
of small minorities still largely 
untested. In the intervening two 
years, and with strong support 
from the Russians, the domestic 
Communists in eastern Europe 
have accomplished a great deal. 
But this fact must also be 
realized—for the tail to wag the 
dog is much easier said than 
done. 

In regard to the problems and 
handicaps of the Danubian Com- 
munist parties, the “Iron Curtain” 
catch-phrase once again dis- 
-counts realities, It's one thing 
for a few extremely able and 
convinced Red leaders to domi- 
nate the Budapest and Bucharest 
governments—in part for lack of 
any opposition leadership worth 
mentioning. It's another thing 
for their newly-established par- 
ties to produce sufficiently com- 
petent administrators and organi- 
gers in dozens of governmental 
ministries and agencies. 

Grab-Bag for Offices. 

As the Nazis were driven out 
of their countries local Com- 
munists, spurred by Moscow, took 
ove. the key levers of power. 
Because of the existing political 
vacuum, many of their members 
had to assume public responsibill- 
ties for which they were ill- 
prepared as well as totally inex- 
perienced—or for which they 
were inadequate, In any period 
of revolutionary upheaval (which 
the war's end certainly was along 
the Danube) office-getting be- 
comes a grab-bag. As a result 
all sorts of office-seekers get in 
on the grab. The small minority 
size of these Communist parties 
left very little leeway for screen- 
ing and selection from the top. 

These are simple fundamentals 
of which the popular “Iron Cur- 
tain” theory takes no acaount, In- 
stead that phrase spreads the in- 
gsinuation of pronounced Commu- 
nist party strength and entrench- 
ment in the Soviet zone countries. 
As of today I believe it more ac- 
curate to say the national Com- 
munist parties are considerably 
more entrenched than they are 
strong. Like so many things down 
the Danube the truth lies in neith- 
er extreme interpretation but 
somewhere in-between, To under- 
stand future developments in east- 
ern Europe we need first a realis- 
tic, objective analysis of the com- 
position and problems of the do- 
mestic Communist parties, How 
far they can go and how much 
they can succeed obviously de- 
pends on the quality of organiza- 
tion they can build up as well as 
on how strong a following they 
can win. 

Lack Broad Support. 

So take a closer look ai certain 
common aspects of the Hungarian 
and Romanian Oemmunist parties. 
They are handicapped first be- 
cause they have as yet failed to 
win any broad support among the 
85 per cent peasant populations 
in these countries; the Commu- 
nists are still small minorities. 
They do control the key economic, 
communications, war and interior 
ministries, including a monopoly 
on all police personnel. These 

assure continued domination 
—and something else which is gen- 
erally overlooked. They also as 
sure Communist party responsibil- 
ity before the masses for over-all 
economic conditions in Hungary ' 
and Romania which are extremely 
bad today, and are bound to get 
worse in the next two or three 
years. 

The Communists are holding 
the bag as well as the principal 
power. They are sitfing where 
they must get the major blame 
for a steadily lowering standard 
of living. Given the huge amount 
of war booty taken out and of 
reparations claimed by Russia, 
given the Soviets’ monopoly on 
their production which pro- 
hibits resumed trade with the 
west, economic conditions 
these two countries must wor- 
sen. What the U.S.8.R. gains 
there economically imposes & 
marked political loss on the lo- 
cal Communists. 

I have never yet heard these 
elemental facts — or their mean- 
ing — discussed in the United 
States. Most Americans prefer to 
be giandular about Communism 
instead of being clinical, It would 
be more enlightening, I suggest, 
to forget fog-breeding “Iron Cur- 
tain” generalities and seek an- 
gwers to such practical questions 
as this: 

is the situation, and 
what ar. the prospects, of the 

Danubian Communist parties? 

The place to start is with their 
composition. These parties, inevi- 
tably, are extrémely mixed, Their 
leaders were trained in Moscow, 
and today are also the ablest poll- 
ticians in their home lands, Their 
membership is chiefly workers 

and trade unionists, plus intel- 
lectuals. They have a normal per- 
centage of sincere Marxist ideal- 
ists. Because the postwar emerged 
parties were so small they re- 
crulted energetically,, and took 
what they could get. According to 
general testimony they got good 
men and bad, honest people and

grafters, real converts and oppor- 
tunists. 

Among the most prominent 
climbers of the Red bandwagon 
were such dubious old-time politi- 
cos as Tatarescu in Romania— 
and a good — shrewd capital- 
ists. ese businessmen scented 
quickly the direction from which 
most futere orders (and profits) 
would come, so they: jumped to 
join the Communist party—and 
are now reported doing very well. 
They had probably acted the same 
toward the Nazis. oe 

Facists Joined Party. 

In Hungary the most ruthlessly 
Facist and anti-Semitic wartime 
political body was the Arrow 
Cross; in Romania it was the Iron 
Guard. Both served the Nazis 
with fanatical zeal, yet rank-and- 
file members from these two pro- 
Facist organizations (again ac- 
cording to general local testi- 
mony) have since joined the Com- 
munist party in considerable num- 
bers. Enough of them have done 
so to arouse a good deal of criti- 
cism, even from sincere Marxists 
in the Hungarian and Romanian 
parties. 

The Communist leadership has 
committed another equally costly 
olitical error, Many Magyars and 

omanians make bitter accusa- 
tions that “most of the Commu- 
nists in the police, and especially 
in the secret ae are Jewish.” 
Thies situation helps to sharply ac 
centuate anti-Communist propo- 
anda. In addition it incites and 
nereages an anti-Semitism which 
remaing dangerously great both in 
Hungary and Romania. 

Unquestionably the Danubian 

Communists’ mass appeal has 
great Sepeventanes from the 
mixed make-up of their swiftly- 
improvised membership. That a 
number of Communist office- 
holders have blossomed forth 
with impressive villas, fine limou- 
sines and the like has not helped 
the party's proletarian prestige. 
You meet Hungarians and Ro- 
manians who insist that their 
national Communist parties need 
an energetic housecleaning—but 
with whom could the discredited 
men be replaced? 
One such commentator asked: 
“To what extent does Stalin know 
what is going on here? How 
much does he know about Soviet 
unpopularity? If Stalin knew 
the truth, probably a few heads 
would roll.” 

Must Take the Blame, 

This is not to insinuate that 
Danubian Communists necessarily 
havé any greater number of ques- 
tionable or self-seeking. members 
than most political parties, 
Whether or not, that’s aside from 
the point. The point is that the 
Communists, being dominant in 
governmental affairs, are out in 
front where they have to accept 
the responsibility—and take the 
blame for ineptitudes, inefficiency 
or abuses, But if Hungarian and 
Romanian Communist leadership 
is as intelligent as is universally 
agreed, then these leaders have 
some big jobs inside their own 
parties Rad the next immediate 
months and years. 
Not only must they cleah up 
and solidify their party ranks. 
Communist parties are known for 
their party discipline, and much 
discipline must be instilled in 
these new parties. Marxist indoc- 
trination still leaves much to be 
desired, And, most important of 
all, how long will it take for the 
Communists to find or train an 
adequately large corps of admin- 
istrators for posts in the national 
and municipal governments, in 
the civil service, and also in in- 
dustrial management? I doubt if 
any economist. in Budapest or 
Bucharest believes that the Com- 
munists can possibly do this in 
anything leas than several years. 
But there will be grave unrest in 
Hungary and Romania unless the 
present inflation, impoverishment 
and increasing economic paraly- 
sis is halted and put into reverse 
before too long. 
Communists can make an 
gains against these mos 
cult conditions must 
doubtful, 

Suffered from Drouth. 

These two Danublan countries 
suffered an unprecedented three- 
month drought last summer; so 

reat a drouth that it was a na- 
tional disaster. The same thing 
happened In the raine, As a re- 
sult millions of Hungarian and 
Romanian peasants are existing 
this winter. on approximately 
three thin slices of bread per day 
—not much more, 

Even before the drouth disas- 
ter the national deterioration of 
the economy had cost both the 
Soviets and local Communists a 
great deal. Now the Communists 
~who dominate the rnments 
but pee! lack able or experi- 
enced administrators down the 
line + are in a position to reap 
popular blame in increasing in- 
tensity.

Flood of Ideas 
By Little Allies 
On Future Reich 


Advice, Much of It 
Conflicting, Of- 
fered on Writing 
Peace Treaty.

LONDON, Feb. 22 (AP) 
EN the Big Four foreign 
ministers get together at 
Moscow to agree on a peace 
treaty with Germany they will be 
flooded with conflicting advice 
from the smaller Allies. 
Voices from the ends of the 
earth are urging: 
“Save Germany as a political 
unit” and “smash it to fragments.” 
“Make it a hard victors’ peace” 
and “give Germany a chance.” 
“Internationalize the Ruhr” and 
“keep the Ruhr inside 
economy.” : 
“Insist on ruthless reparations” 
and “revive Germany, so it can 
earn, so it can pay.” 
“Preserve the frontiers” and “re- 
draw the map of Europe.” 
The foreign ministers’ deputies, 
assembling these recommendations 
in London, have heard from more 
than a dozen of the little and 
medium-sized Allies. 


Two for Peace Statute. 

There has been a great deal of 
advice offered but some of the 
smaller states complain that they 
have not been able to bring 
enough influence to bear on the 
treaty-making processes. 
Australia and South Africa have 
suggested that the Moscow con- 
ference should not try to frame a 
German treaty at all. Their idea 
was that the ministers should ex- 
reas basic attitudes which should 
e turned over to committees on 
which all belligerents would serve. 
The plan envisages still another 
and a final peace conference, 
Canada and Australia are not 
sure that there should be a treaty 
in the sense of a contract which 
Germany would sign, They favor 
an international statute to be im- 
posed on Germany, and hold that 
a final treaty might be composed 
in the indefinite future when 
there is a German government 
capable of making and keeping 
agreements. Belgium inclines to 
this point of view. 
Brazil, declining to go into de- 
tail, wants political and economic 
arrangements which would give 
Germany some chance in the fu- 
ture, and give it something to 
think about besides revenge. 


East-West Differences. 


In the London deliberations of 
the ministers’ deputies an East- 
West division was visible on the 
issue of small state participation 
in the treaty negotiations. States 
traditionally close to Britain and 
the United States wanted to get 
into the thick of the debate. States 
of the so-called Soviet front, Yugo- 
slavia, Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
White Russia and the Ukraine 
were content to allow the big 
states to make the big decisions, 
There were signs of Hast-West 
differences in the recommenda- 
tions on the form of the future 
German state. Broadly, the west 
wants it partitioned or federalized, 
the East holds out for unity. 
‘Divide your enemies and keep 
them weak in little groups,” was 
the western formula. 

“Let them unite at the beginning 
so they won't start conspiracies to 
get together,” said the east. 

In the background of. this dis 
cussion was the old Russian fear 
that little German states might be 
dominated from the west, and 
form a belt across Europe hostile 
to the Soviets. 

Demanis for Reparations. 
Eastern and western viewpoints 
vary geese | on reparations. 
All the little states in Europe, 
East and West, want reparations. 
The totals run into fantastic 
sums. 

Yugoslavia charges that west- 
ern powers are enabling German 
industry in the west to recover, 
but Yugoslavia wants products 
from these industries. eastern 
negotiators ask with a helpless 
gesture, “how can you have it 
both ways?” 

All of the smaller states de- 
mand thorough de-Nazification, 
but they are not agreed on a 
definition of the term. Small na- 
tions differ as to the degree of 
internal control to be exercised 
within Germany.

Army Discovers Its Equipment 
Must Be Redesigned for Arctic 


Oil Freezes, Lenses Coat Over, Powder Has 
Different Force — Men at Present Stand 
Extreme Cold Better Than Machines.

In the experimental operations 
of Task Force Frigid, at Fair- 
banks, Alaska, they are faced 
with a new element—withering, 
windless cold, Nearly all mechani- 
cal and human capabilities must 
be re-evaluated, 

Observers from the Navy, 
Marine Corps and the War De- 
partment are learning with as- 
tonishment how enormously com- 
plex a project it is to convert our 
Army into a force which can 
fight efficiently in the deep cold 
of north central Alaska, typical 
of most Arctic areas, 

This spring, the task force com- 
mander, Col. Paul V. Kane, will 
submit a voluminous report on 
what his men and officers have 
learned during the winter, the 
coldest Alaska has had in many 
years, What he reports will con- 
stitute the War Devyartment’s 
Arctic primer, for practically no 
American officers have had such 
experiance, 

An entirely new set of specifica- 
tions for weapons and equipment 
for use in the Far North will have 
to be drawn up. Science and in- 
dustry will be challenged to fill 
the newly discovered needs. 
Civillan observers from all the 
major industries visit the task 
force from time to time preparing 
for the work ahead, 

Never Needed Before, 

The United States has gotten 
along well enough without know- 
ing much about Arctic warfare, 
because the Arctic was never re- 
garded as a possible battleground. 
Guided missiles, very long range 
airplanes and the atomic bomb, 
however, changed the picture. 

The North Polar regions offer 
the shortest air route between the 
northern land masses, Uranium, 
the source of material for atomic 
bombs, lies in the ground above 
the Arctic Circle, If this country 
is attacked again, the enemy 
might very well strike first at our 
far northern frontiers, 

I was among a group of corres- 
pondents who spent six days ‘with 
Task Force Frigid watching the 
tests of weapons, equipment and 
tactics and can personally attest 
to some of the difficulties. 


If airplanes, automobiles, tanks, 
weasels or other mechanical equip- 
ment are left outside when the 
temperature is 30 degrees below 
zero or colder—and under combat 
conditions only a small fraction 
of your equipment can be kept 
under shelter—they cannot be 
moved promptly in case of attack. 
They freeze and must be warmed 
with hot air blasts, taking from 
half an hour to three hours, 

The engines of emergency equip- 
ment, like fire trucks and ambu- 
lances, must be kept running day 
and night. 

New Lubricant Wanted. 

A good non-freezing lubricant is 
needed. Ordinary oils can be di- 
luted, but if they are too thin 
they are not good lubricants, 

American tanks, designed to 
rkeep cool in desert warfare, are 
veritable freezing units in the 
Arctic. The lenses of optical in- 
struments become ice-coated if 
there is the slightest condensa- 
tion in the air. Ice fog, a thick 
haze of ice particles, is continual- 
ly created by the warmth and 
movement of mechanical equip- 
ment, camp stoves and power 
plants. 

Artillery range  caleulations, 
complex enough in temperate 
zones, must all be reworked. The 
curve of the shells flight is al- 
tered by the masses of ice par- 
ticles in the atmosphere and by a

Human Factors. 


The soldier's face, hands and 
feet must be constantly guarded 
when the temperature is colder 
than 30 below zero. Even a finger 
cannot be exposed longer than 
five or ten minutes, no matter 
how urgently you need it to pull 
a trigger. Extra socks must be 
carried close to your body to keep 
them dry. They must be put on 
in case your feet perspire, Other- 
wise the feet freeze, 

I met an artillery officer who 
had risked holding a field tele- 
phone to his exposed ear a few 
minutes too long and had failed 
to keep a muffler around his 
face. His right ear looked like a 
cauliflower, and the thawed flesh 
of his nose was mushy. 

If you are thirsty there is no 
such thing as reaching for a 
canteen. The water would be 
frozen within a few minutes after 
you left camp. If you are hungry 
and heat a can of rations, you 
must do it ever so slowly, Strong 
heat only boils and evaporates 
the food next to the can, leaving 
solid ice in the middle. You must 
eat under shelter unless you like 
quick-frozen coffee and stew. 

You must not run fast or long, 
lest you perspire or breathe too 
fast. The dry, frigid air makes 
ou choke and can harm your 
ungs.

The colder it gets, the slower 
and more cumbersome are your 
movements.

Col. Kane says that all efficient 
bodily action stops at 60 below 
zero. If it’s colder than that, the 
men become dull, stupid, extremely 
slow. (I know. It was 62 below 
when I left).

The resolution finally adopted 
by the Council declared that the 
investigation commission was 
“not empowered to request the ap- 
propriate authorities of Greece, 
Albania, Bulgaria and Yugoslavia 
to postpone the execution of any 
persons sentenced to death, unless 
the commission hag reason to be- 
Neve that the examination of any 
such person as a witness would

The first chapter of its Charter 
specifically denies the United Na- 
tions the right “to intervene in 
matters which are essentially 
within the domestic jurisdiction 
of any state.” If commissions of 
investigation appointed by the 
Security Council were to assume, 
in the name of the United Nations, 
the authority to intervene in the 
domestic concerns of the coune 
tries to which they have been sent, 
the Security Council would speed- 
ily become a means of arousing, 
rather than of composing, inter- 
national controversies. 

Because of our traditional re 
pugnance here in the United 
States to the imposition of capital 
punishment upon political offen- 
ders, the underlying principles in- 
volved in the question thus pre- 
sented to the Security Council 
have been generally disregarded, 
But the resolution which the 
Council adopted by a vote of 9 to 
2 is destined to become of lasting 
benefit.

Young, board chairman of Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad and of

remaking of routes, roadbeds, motive power, passenger cars and 
freight cars. His ideas aren't picture-book stuff—no monorails or 
trick designs—but rather simple. changes and modifications, 


He thinks they could be carried 
‘out within a reasonable time if 
the rail industry would catch his 
conception of the modern world. 

“The question in my mind,” he 
said to the correspondent at his 
winter home here, “is whether it 
should be a transitional process 
or just start from scratch, build- 
ing, say, a beeline new railroad 
from New York to San Fran- 
cisco.” 

Cost Is Worth the Price. 

Cost of such a changeover 
would, of course, be terrific, but 
Young thinks it would be worth 
the price. It would result in 
greatly reduced operating costs. 

On the corporate side, he dis- 
closed that he has begun to push 
a scheme for putting all the East- 
ern roads into three big competi- 
tive systems. A few weeks ago 
he announced that he planned to 
establish the nation's first coast- 
to-coast rail system. 

Discussing the need for the rail- 
roads to compete with airplane 
and bus travel, Young said: 

“T think that immediately the 
railroads should have something 
corresponding to the General Mo- 
tors proving ground or the Ketter- 
ing laboratories, an organization 
to constantly keep on devising 
better ways of making travel more 
comfortable, economical and at- 
tractive.” 

He said a train should move 
with as little noise and vibration 
as an automobile, especially since 
a track is smoother than a high- 
way. 

“But,” he continued, “even the 
most modern railroad carriage 
“is in the model T stage. One of 
the chief causes of weariness in 
travel is noise and vibration, 
You can’t read comfortably be- 
cause the train shakes, yet one 
of the chief deterrents of travel 
is the boredom that comes from 
it. Railroads should be spend- 


a handful of cars in the country, 
had been rejected by his own op- 
erating officers, 

“That was the typical lethargy 
of the railroads,” he commented, 
“based on the ground the cost 
couldn't be justified, yet the cost 
is only a few hundred dollars more 
per car. And by using the new 


cars it will be easier to haul a 
150-car train with 70-ton cars than 
it has been to move a. 150-car 
train with 50-ton cars, or an in- 
crease of 40 per cent.” 

C. & O. also is having three loco- 
motives of a new type built by the 
Baldwin works for use on new 
streamlined passenger trains. 
These are to be coal-burning tur- 
bines with electric drive—a fitting 
equivalent of the familiar diesel, 
or oil-burning, electric locomotive 
for a coal road. 

Young said he was interested 
also in still another type of loco- 
motive, a coal-burning gas turbine, 
which a group of railroads and 
certain coal operators are under- 
taking to develop. This is one of 
the devices he counts on to help 
get away from the problem of the 
heavy diesel power units. It is not 
to be confused with the direct 
drive, coal-burning steam turbine 
locomotive that the Pennsylvania 
Railroad brought out some time 
ago, 

Turning to the question of rail- 
road consolidation, which many 
interests have advocated in vari- 
ous forms for two or more de- 
cades, Young blamed banker con- 
trol for failure of achievement. 
He is relentless in his dislike of 
Olu-line banking methods, 


Banker Control. 


“Railroad consolidation has 
bogged down on account of bank- 
er control,” he declared. “Congress 
long ago told the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to work on it, 
but the delay has been used for 
the benefit of the goddammed- 


ing millions of doliars a year for 
that kind of research. ! 
“In the same way they should |

railroad, it would be very differ- 
ent from what we have had. 
should be one-quarter as heavy 
es now, from the roadbed on up. 
We have gotten into a vicious 
circle of heavier equipment, which 
requires heavier motive power, 
which calls for heavier roadbed 
and trestles. One of those big 
diesel power units is as heavy as 
the rest of the train combined and 
its concentrated weight on the 
roadbed, coupled with the torsion 
of the wheels when getting start- 
ed means a terrific strain, 

“If railroads were built lighter, 
it would be cheaper to remove 
curves or to go sround cities and 
avoid terminal expense. To start 
building lighter railroads, you'd 
build on beelines. With lighter 
trains you wouldn't need to worry 
about greater grades of straight 
routes, and with straightening of 
the lines and lighter weight you 
could increase speeds materially.” 

Young’s railroad of the future 
might have a broader track 
gauge, possibly only a few inches 
broader than present 4 feet 8% 
inches, but this would allow 
more room for comfort of pas- 
sengers or transport of goods. 
He suggested that cars might be 
changed in design to ride only 
a few inches above the track, 
which would lower the center of 
gravity and permit higher speed 
at less risk. 

“The train of the future,” he 
went on, “should contain its own 
power unit in each car, so that a 
train might start out, say, with 15 
cars and split into three or four 
different units as it goes along the 
line. This would give flexibility, 
mobility and greater frequency of 
schedule, and would go a long way 
towards eliminating the bus as a 
competitor. 

*T don’t believe that greater 
train speeds are as important in 
meeting plane competition as 
greater comfort and regularity 
and keeping scheduled stops. I 
have found that most of the late 
trains are due to mail stops, with 
delays in handling the mail, and I 
have suggested that separate self- 
propelled units should be used en- 
tirely to handle the mails, which 
would also give that service great- 
er flexibility. It’s absurd to keep 
500 or 600 people waiting on a 
train while vou shift mail, 

“The Wall Street Journal said 
the other day that already the 
Government was figuring on boon- 
deoggling for the next depression. 
The railroads should be prepar- 
ing instead for such things as I 
have suggested.” Young’s voice 
rose in one of his rare shows of 
feeling. “For cripes sake, why 
don't they do that and beat the 
Government to it, directing action 
on constructive lines? Isn't that 
better than building an oversized 
postoffice in Podunk, which is 
going to have to be maintained by 
a lot of bureaucrats in perpetu- 
yt" 

One notable modernization of 
equipment already has been or- 
dered by Young for C. & O., a big 
coal hauler. This is the use of 
roller bearings for the wheels of

V,estern, and Bessemer & Lake 
Erie, with property investment 
of 3% billion dollars and debt 
of 1% billion. 

No, 2. Pennsylvania, Norfolk 
& Western, Wabash, Ann Arbor, 
Lehigh Valley, Nickel Plate, and 
Detroit, Toledo & Ironton, with 
investment of 4.2 billion dollars 
and debt of 1.4 billion. 

No. 3. Baltimore & Ohio, 
Western Maryland, Virginian, 
Erie, Central of New Jersey, and 
Detroit & Toledo Shore Line, 
with property of 1.8 billion dol- 
lars and debt of 1 billion. 

To a considerable extent these 
proposed consolidations follow 
existing financial or traffic align- 
ments, one notable change being 
the attempted merger of New 
York Central into Young's C. & 
O, system, which would propose 
to sell its Nickel Plate to the 
Pennsylvania. Young suggested 
that B. & O. and New York Cen- 
tral should own the Reading joint- 
ly. It was conceded by Young 
that early consolidations were not 
contemplated, but that the present 
thinking was in terms of a general 
alignment aimed at more equal 
competition. Young has had a 
staff working on the plan for sev- 
eral months, 


The proposed grouping would 
give each big system access to 
tidewater, the Great Lakes, Mid- 
western industry, West Virginia 
coal and the anthracite region, 
Young pointed out. He added: 
“There would be three finely bal- 
anced properties, capable of com- 
peting vigorously with each other. 
There is no competition now. 
Even though there are 185 Class I 
railroads, there’s only one compet- 
ing road, and that’s the C. & O.” 

If such a consolidation was 
worked out in the East, Western 
roads would take similar steps, 
Young maintained, saying the 
same principles would apply. His 
group is interested in Missouri 
Pacific Railroad but he does not 
think it would be logical to put 
Mo. Pac. in the C. & O, system. 
A more likely possibility, in his 
opinion, would be to extend Mo. 
Pac, to the Pacific coast by a 
tieup with Denver & Rio Grande 
Western and Western Pacific. 


Young said he was not seeking 
control of any additiona) railroad 
other than New York Central. His 
group is the biggest security hold- 
er in Rock Island, he. believes, 
having $17,489,000 in bonds, but 
this is a minority interest and is 
regarded only as an investment. 

A few months ago he indignant- 
ly pulled his roads out of the As- 
sociation of American Railroads, 
complaining that the organization 
was stifling advancement. Now he 
is forming the Federation for Rail 
Progress, with headquarters at 
Cleveland. This will oppose “bank- 
er control” and the system of vot- 
ing trustees being set up for most 
roads reorganized after bankrupt- 
cy. Initial membership is expected 
to consist of the Young roads, se-

its original point of departure. 
Every one in the plane was safe, 
and the whole experience is an 


incident rather than an accident. 
But where had the plane been in 
the mean time, and why was it 
not far on its journey when the 
pilot kicked over a flare for a 
wheels-up emergency landfall on 
an Atlantic beach? 

Let us start with the process of 
clearing the plane originally. The 
pilot reports at least an hour be- 
fore departure and formulates his 
flight plan. In making this plan 
the company meteorologist, who 
gets his data from the government 
weather bureau and the com- 
pany-wide meteorologist service, 
co-operates. The flight plan is 


‘then submitted to the company 


flight superintendent, who may 
override the pilot and meteorolo- 
gist just as the pilot himself may 
override the other two in refusal 
to fly. 

The plane in question cleared 
La Guardia Field with full concur- 
rence of all concerned and pro- 
ceeded to Baltimore, where it dis- 
charged and picked up passengers 
and was cleared to continue its 
journey to Washington on con- 
tact flight rules. The Baltimore 
weather at 6:30 was 4500 feet 
overcast; two and one-half miles 
visibility; light rain and smoke. 
Weather at Washington was 1800. 
feet overcast; lower broken clouds; 
two and one-half miles visibility; 
light rain, fog and smoke. 


Communications Gone, 


Just prior to arrival at Wash- 
ington the plane was advised by 
the Washington control tower to 
stay out of the area, as there were 
seven planes trying to land and 
some of them were extremely low 
on gas. The Washington tower 
did not know the location of the 
seven planes, as it could have 
known had it had radar equip- 
ment and did not want to risk col- 
lision aloft. Eventually one plane 
did land without enough gas to 
taxi off the runway, and another 
landed with but three gallons left 
in its tanks. Most of the seven 
were itinerants, not in scheduled 
service. 
Our friend was advised to go 
back to Baltimore and land, but by 
7:30 Baltimore was down to one 
and a quarter miles visibility, rain 
and smoke, and scattered clouds 
at 1500 feet. Moreover, the weath- 
er front moving swiftly in from 
the south was laden with snow, 
sleet and rain, and the radio static 
caused by such conditions had 
blotted out his communications. 

Now his neck was out. His best 
chance was to attempt to beat the 
weather back to Philadelphia or 
New York, and this he attempted. 
But the storm blew faster, and 
without the aid of very high fre- 
quency radio, which -overcomes 
static, he could not locate La 
Guardia. 

Why It Happens.

Why do such incidents occur? 
In the first place, we grant un- 
usual weather conditions, but 
meteorologists should foresee such 
possibilities and have no right to 
“presume” where human life is at 
stake.

In the third place, the Washing- 
ton and Baltimore*control towers 
should have maintained better 
liaison, especially under critical 
weather and traffic conditions.

U.S, PACIFIC FLEET OPERATIVE 
AGAIN, ADM. TOWERS ASSERTS 


PEARL HARBOR, Feb. 22 (AP) 
—The powerful United States Pa- 
cific fleet, declared by its chief to 
be again fully operative, began 
taking positions today for its first 
full-dress postwar maneuvers. 


Adm, John H. Towers, com- 
mander, said in an interview his 
forces had recovered from the 
jolts of swift demobilization and 
were ready for next week's battle 
games. While the fleet is not yet 
at peak efficiency, Towers -de- 
clared that with “operations such 
as these” it would not take long 
“to bring the fleet back to battle 
efficiency.” 

As he spoke, his warships al- 
ready were on the move. Task 
Force 38, built around the car- 
riers Princeton and Tarawa, were 
assembling at Kwajalein. The 
First Task Fleet units, led by the 
carrier Boxer, were scheduled to 
begin moving out of west coast 
ports today. The two forces will 
Maneuver against each other and 
then unite for a simulated attack 


on Pearl Harbor about March 10. 


Up to now the Council, which 


; seeks to eliminate the causes of 


war, has been occupied chiefly 
with organizational problems. At 
this session it will set the motor 
humming in part of the vast ma- 
chinery it proposes to set up on 
a world-wide scale, much of which 
is still in the blueprint stage. 

Among its most important tasks 
will be studies for a draft con- 
vention on genocide (efforts to 
exterminate an entire race). The 
General Assembly passed a resolu- 
tion at its last session affirming 
that genocide is a crime under in- 
ternational law and invited mem- 
ber states to enact necessary leg- 
islation for prevention and pun- 
ishment. The draft must be ready 
for the Assembly’s next session. 

Commission Reports. 

The Council is also to study and 
act on the reports of eight of its 
nine commissions, which in re- 
cent weeks have been preparing 
reports for the parent body. These 
are among the highlights of ac- 
complishments and recommenda- 
tions the groups are submitting: 


1. The Commission on Human 
Rights has dealt with one of the 
hottest questions in the field of 
human liberty — freedom of in- 
formation, (Clamps on this helped 
Hitler and other dictators get 
their start and restrictions. still 
exist in Russia and other sec- 
tions.) The commission decided to 
establish a sub-commission on 
freedom of information and of 
the press to study this problem. 
It asked the Council to choose 
the first membership panel and 
to give it power to make sug- 
gestions for the forthcoming con- 
ference on freedom of informa- 
tion wiiich the Council was asked 
to convene before the end of this 
year. 

The commission on Human 
Rights also established a sub- 
commission on prevention of dis- 
crimination and _ protection of 
minorities and asked the Coun- 
cil to choose its first membership 
panel. ° 

2. The Economic and Employ- 
ment Commission (which advises 
the Council on how to fight de- 
pressions, promote higher stan- 
dards of living and full employ- 
ment) advised its parent body on 
its forthcoming discussion of re- 
construction of war-devastated 
areas — a keystone in the over- 
all problem of stability. 

In this connection the council 
has been asked to give prompt 
and favorable consideration to 
the establishment of economic 
commissions for Europe and for 
Asia and the Far East. Recom- 
mendation for the European Eco- 
nomic Commission grew out of an 
extensive 1946 study of the re- 
construction problems of devas- 
tated Europe. The commission’s 
purpose would be to help Europe 
solve its postwar economic prob- 
lems. One of its most important 
functions would be to check on 
all countries’ plans and make 
those plans known to all, so that 
each country could thereby shape 
its program. 

The Economic and Employment 
Commission submitted some guid- 
ing principles for the projected 
Economic Commission for Europe. 
But it recommended that consider- 
ation of the Economic Commission 
for Asia and the Far East await 
completion of a report (now in 
process) on the reconstruction 
problems of that region. Finally 
it advised consideration of recon- 
struction work in North Africa 
and Ethopia. 

3. The Statistical Commission 
advised the Council to call a 
world statistical congress in Wash- 
ington, D. C., next September when 
leading statisticians of the world 
will be there for other gatherings. 
U.N. planners for world recon- 
struction and development are 
handicapped by the lack of de- 
pendable statistics on population, 
national wealth, labor force, etc., 
without which it is impossible to 
plan wisely. The purpose of the 
congress would be to inform world 
statisticians of U.N. needs.

Glacier-Free Wisconsin Area May 


Bare Anarctic Hills

NEW YORK, Feb. 22 (AP) 


HE land of lakes and bare 

hills, discovered in Antarctica 

by the Navy-Byrd expedition, 
suggests that ‘explorers of the 
frozen continent may be looking at 
scenes like those of 50,000 years 
ago and longer in what is now 
the northern United States. 

That was during the last glacial 
period, when glaciers covered New 
England, much of New York and 
a belt westward to the Rocky 
Mountains, 


Dr. Frederick H. Pough, of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, points out an area in what 
is now Wisconsin that may throw 
some light on the surprising bare 
land in Antarctica that is ringed 
about with ice and glaciers, 


In Wisconsin, from Madison 
west to what is now the Mississippi 
River, and north and south for 
200 miles, is an area that never 
was covered with glaciers. The 
area is about 70 miles by 200, 
against 30 by 40 in Antarctica, or 
ry ¢ more than ten times the 


size of the present oasis in the 
southern ice. 

This same Wisconsin area was 
also bare of ice during the three 
glacial periods that preceded the 
last one. Many thousands of 
years separated each of these 
northern glaciations. The Wiscon- 
sin anomally is puzzling. Each 
time there was ice all around, No 
reason is known why this bit of 
the state escaped. 


The Antarctic reports fail to 
show a reason for the bare land 
there. Volcanoes would have been 
noticeable and none was seen. Hot 
springs almost certainly would 
have shown some vapor that could 
be seen from planes, and none was 
noted. Even in the tropics hot 
springs show vapor in the cool 
parts of the day. 


Many geologists believe the 
world is now in the last stages 
of the last glacial period, which 
is named the Wisconsin. Antarc- 
tica would be the last great out- 
post. It might be now losing its 


ice cap in spots and it might have 
unexplained ice-free regions, such 


During the interglacial period, 
there is good evidence that the 
Arctic was subtropical. Presum- 
ably this interglacial warmth cov- 
ered the world, and in that case 
Antarctica, too, was much warm- 
er. It well may have been warm 
enough to form soil, such as the 
deposits from northern giacial 
melting and winds, that have laid 
down much of the soil of the 
northern United States, 


Cell Diagnosis. 


Diagnosing disease by examin- 
ing a few tissue cells is discussed 
by Dr. Samuel Guerin of the 
School of Medicine, University of 
Pennsylvania, in a report to the 
American Chemical Society. This 
method would detect disease long 
before the time when even a 
microscope could see the changes 
caused by the malady. 


The cell diagnosis might be ac- 
complished, Dr. Guerin said, by 
using chemical] tracers such as 
those produced by atomic ovens. 
These tracers are. theoretically 
capable of indicating the changes

Solutions differ, but most of 
them have a common element in 
insistence upon the necessity for 
state action. There are those who 
say municipal ownership of public 
utilities, consolidation of overlap- 
ping governments, more efficient 
administration are the answer or 
answers--but in the most part 
these also require some form of 
state authorization. 

The reason for this is to be 
found in the legal relationships 
between states and municipalities. 
In brief, authorities agree it is 
that of the controller and the con- 
trolled. The states are the crea- 
tors of the municipalities; legally 
they could be the destroyers—and 
have been upheld at all times in 
any court contests which cate- 
gorically have denied that municti- 
palities possess any inherent right 
of self-government. 

Need for State Action. 

With this relationship in mind, 
the Council of State Governments 
pointed up the necessity for state 
action in the revenue picture thus- 


y: 

“State local relations have not 
kept pace with the increased re- 
sponsibilities of the states and 
localities, or with the rapid 
changes in technology... The 
states are superior to localities 
legally and stronger than localities 
financially: Primary responsibility 
therefore for a well-ordered sys- 
tem of state-local relations rests 
with the state governments.” 

Fulfillment of this responsibility 
the Council continues, “can best be 
will (A) 
grant greater powers to local 
units; (B) subject those powers 
to flexible administrative super- 
visions; (C) assist localities to se- 
cure stable and adequate rev- 
enues; and (D) foster the enlarge- 
ment and consolidation of local 
governments.” 

Proposal for Relief. 

With the same objectives in 
mind, Carl H. Chatters, Controller 
of the Port of New York Authority 
and considered one of the nation’s 
outstanding municipal authorities, 
recommends creation of state de- 
partments of municipalities with 
full cabinet rank. 

Chatters urges that such depart- 
ments be granted “authority to 
conduct research, gather statis- 
tics, prepare municipal laws, and 
serve as the contact point between 
state and municipal officials just 
as other departments do in other 
fields.” 

“. « « Augment this  depart- 
ment with legislative commitees 
or interim commissions,” Chatters 
continues. “The Pennsylvania 
Local Government Commission 
has done notable work in eliminat- 
ing a network of confusing legis- 
lation and substituting state-wide 
laws relating to debt and taxation, 
The Moore Commission in New 
York brought needed reforms in 
the distribution of state aid and 
state grants.” 

Chatters added that munici- 
palities by themselves could act 
“in many ways to improve their 
ability to support their public 
services.” He listed as some 
ways the following: 

A consistently balanced bud- 
get; avoidance of municipal 
debt; discrimination as to what 
services shall be continued; and 
use of “good” personnel methods. 

For state action, Chatters sug- 
gested reduction or removal of 
tax exemptions; abstention from

this: What can a municipality, whiplashed by shrinking popula- 
tion, unchanging geography, and strict state control, do about

and better laws governing land 
use, 

The Council of State Govern- 
ments recommends local freedom 
of government so that localities 
“may meet their day-to-day prob- 
lems promptly and. efficiently 
without running to a state capital” 
codification of state laws relating 
to municipalities; and improve- 
ment of state supervision of local 


affairs “so that activities of atate-| 


wide concern will be carried out 
in all jurisdictions at a high level 
of performance.” 

Steps Toward Mergers. 

Steps already have been taken 
in many of these directions, Con- 
solidation of local governments is 
under consideration in Florida, 
where Miami city commissioners 
have asked the Legislature to 
“take all necessary steps” to merge 
Miami and Dade county govern- 
ments, 

The American Municipal As- 
sociation says that such mergers 
probably would require atate con- 
stitutional amendments in most 
cases, Both Philadelphia and 
New Orleans have consolidated 
with their counties. 

Proponents say the move offers 


a “good” chance for local gov- 


ernments to improve their reve- | 


nue positions through broadening 
of tax bases, elimination of over- 
lapping functions, and in “better” 
efficiency of over-all operations. 

Nonetheless experts maintain 
that under terms of legal rela- 
tionships, the responsibility rests 
with the state legislatures. Lo- 
calities may ask, but action is up 
to the state. 

New York State's Plan, 

New York state’s Moore plan 
has been characterized as “a long 
step forward in state-local rela- 
tions, at least on the financial 
plane.” 


In brief, this plan replaced a | 


complicated system of shared 
taxes by a simple per capita grant 
of $6.75 for cities, $3.55 for towns, 
and $3 for villages. Local relief 
expenditures were atabilized on 
the basis of 80 per cent state 
funds and 20 per cent local funds. 

The result, including the plan's 
features of license sharing, edu- 
cation aid and the like, increased 
state assistance to localities by 
$51,500,000 in 1945 over 1944. The 
figure included $32,100,000 for 
New York City alone. 

In all, the program required 
$274,000,000 of state money for the 
first year 
was more than one-half the na- 
tional total returned by states to 
the respective municipalities. The 
national figure was $400,000,000 
for 43 states, Five states do not 
share anything with their locali- 
ties, 

The states could afford, munici- 
pal experts say, to share much 
more with their cities since the 
states are in a stronger financial 
position.

over-population problems and (be- 
ginning in 1948) publish a special

Narcotics Proposals. 


7. The Narcotics Commission 
considered limitation of produc- 
tion of raw materials for the 
manufacture of drugs and the 
abolition of opium smoking in the 
Far East and has submitted sug- 
gestions to the Council.

HEN the Supreme Court ordered a new trial for Rene de 
W eseericr inmate of the Jackson (Mich.) prison who has served 
15 years of a life sentence for murder, the man happltest about 


the news was the 32-year-old convict himself. But ranking high in 
genuine satisfaction at the order was John Raeburn Green, St. 


Louis lawyer. 


For nearly five years, Green 
has been a volunteer more ar less 
one-man committeb of the bar, 
working diligently to see that 
co@rts are required to advise 
criminal defendants of their right 
to counsel. 

Largely as a result of his ef- 
forts, the line of precedents has 
been redirected and many prison- 
ers convicted without benefit of 
legal assisance in Missouri and 
other states have been granted 
new trials. 

Green began this work after the 
6-to-3 decision in Betts vs. Brady 
in June, 1942. Smith Betts was 
a poorly educated Maryland farm- 
hand, unable to hire a lawyer to 
defend him against a robbery 
charge. He asked for counsel 
but was told that is was the 
practice to appoint counsel] for 
indigent defendants only in mur- 
der or rape cases, 

Betts attempted to cross exam- 
ine witnesses for the prosecution 
and to ask questions, but he was 
-no match for those against him. 
Found guilty he was sentenced 
to eight years imprisonment. 
After he began serving time, oth- 
ers carried his case to the §8u- 
preme Court on the grounds that 
he had not had a fair trial. 

Not Fundamental Right. 


Justice Roberts, speaking for 
the majority, said that “appoint- 
ment of counsel is not a funda- 
mental right, essential to a fair 
trial.” §$Justice Black, with the 
concurrence of Justices Douglas 
and Murphy, found the decision a 
grave denial of a basic right guar- 
anteed by the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment. 

This decision shocked Green, 
who was familiar with the Su- 
preme Court's 7-to-2 decision in 
Powell vs. Alabama-—the Scotts- 
boro decision of 1932. Reversing 
the conviction of the seven Ne- 
gro youths, in part because coun- 
sel had been only casually pro- 
vided, Justice Sutherland said: 

“What does a (criminal) .hear- 
ing include? Historically and in 
practice, it has always included 


the right to aid of counsel when 
desired. Even the intelligent and 
educated 
skill and knowledge adequately to 


prepare his defense, even though 


he have a perfect one, He re- 


quires the guiding hand of coun- 


sel in every step in the proceed- 
ings against him. Without it, 
though he may not be guilty, he 


faces the danger of conviction be- 


cause he does not know how to 
establish his innocence.” 

With Betts’s continued incar- 
ceration as the Supreme Court’s 
last word, Green went to work 
to establish right to counsel as 
basic. His writings in criticism 
of the Betts decision were among 
the first. He wrote articles for 


the Washington University Law 


Quarterly in 1942 and 1943 which 
showed that the rights protected 
by the Sixth Amendment against 
Federal Government invasion 
were now protected against state 
encroachment ag a result of Su- 
preme Court interpretation of the 
Fourteenth Amendment. The 
Sixth Amendment says that ac- 
cused shall have 
counsel for his defense.” 

In Green’s view, other liberties 
such as freedom of 
speech and assembly, could be 
completely nullified by criminal 
proceedings in which right to 
counsel was not guaranteed, 

Attracted Attention. 

These writings of Green, who is 
a member of the law firm of 
Green, Henry and Evans, attracted 
much attention in legal circles 
concerned with civil rights. As 
a result, the Supreme Court ap- 
pointed him counsel in two Mis- 
souri cases, involving the ques- 
tion of right to counsel, which the 
high tribunal had agreed to re- 
view. . 

With three other St. Louis law- 
yers, John L. Sullivan, Allan L. 
Bethel Jr. and Milton I. Goldstein, 
assisting him in connection with 
the briefs, Green argued the cases, 
which were decided in favor of 
his clients two years ago. The

“Ridiculous,” you say... 
“priests are not allowed to 
marry. 

You're right, of course, 
in saying priests cannot 
marry. But married men 
can and do become priests. 

In some countries of 
Eastern Europe and Asia, 
some priests are married men. 
But they were married before 
they became priests, and they 
could never marry again should 
their wife die before them. 

The married man who becomes 
a Catholic priest ts the exception, 
not the rule. The rule is that 
priests be unmarried and remain 
so. This is strictly a rule of the 
Church, not a command of Christ 
nor a law of God. 

But the Church’s law in this 
respect is in close accord with 
the teachings of Christ and His 
Apostles. In the earliest years of 
the Church, the Apostles and their 
successors ordained both married 
and unmarried men, but even 
then the unmarried state was 
held up as the preferable ideal. 

In the Westerr world, an un- 
married priesthood had become 
the general rule by the fourth 
century. In some Easterr coun- 
tries, the unmarried state became 
the rule for Bishops in the sixth 
century. And while the custom of 
ordaining married men as priests 
has continued to the prese. t time, 
the majority of those planning to 
enter the priesthood do not take 
advantage of the right to marry 
before they are ordained. — 

There isn’t anything unfair 
about the Church law requiring 
the priest to remain unmarried.

Green showed that in both cases 
the defendants had not been pro- 
vided with counsel, although Mis- 
souri has had a “right to counsel”. 
statute since 1835. In fairness to 
the Missouri Supreme Court, it 
should be said that the court at 
Jefferson City was, in effect, 
bound to follow the Betts rule, 
which then was the controlling de- 
cision, 

Justice William O, Douglas 
wrote, the decision handed down 
Jan. 8, 1945, ordering new trials 
for Tomkins and Williams. Only 
Justices Frankfurter and Roberts 
dissented, 

Following Green’s appearance 
before the Supreme Court, the 
late Harlan Fiske Stone, then 
Chief Justice, thanked Green on 
behalf of the high bench and 
added his own personal apprecia- 
tion. In hig dissent in the Wil- 
liams case, Justice Frankfurter 
spoke of Green as “able and de- 
voted counsel.” 

Although the decision in the 
Missouri cases did not expressly 
overturn the Betts decision, the 
effect was to leave very little of 
the six-judge majority opinion in 
the 1942 case. 

This conclusion is supported by 
such subsequent cases as that of 
Dewey White, inmate of the [Illi- 
nois penitentiary, who asked and 
obtained a new trial in a per

Within a month of the decision 
in the Tomkins and Williams 
cases, the Judicial Conference of 
Missouri, then presided over by 
Judge Albert M. Clark, distributed 
a report on the effect of the Tom- 
kins and Williams decisions. This 
report suggested precautionary 
steps which trial courts should 
take in assuring satisfaction of the 
right to counsel. This report said 
in part: 

“Under the ruling of the United 
States Supreme Court, it is essen- 
tial for the record of a trial court 
in a felony case, when the prisoner 
appears without counsel, to show; | 
that the prisoner was informed of 
his right to counsel; that, if re- 
quested, counsel was appointed 
(stating name or names of coun- 
gel), unless the court finds and 
states in the record that the pris- 
oner is mentally and financially 
able and has had opportunity to 
employ counsel,

annually since the fission in November 1935, AFL has presented some 


bid for unity. 


To date nothing has come of it. 
During the war, AFL and CIO 
men as individuals collaborated 
in Government agencies such as 
OPA and the War Production and 
War Labor Boards. But out of 
this proximity nothing developed 
to promote AFL-CIO consolida- 
tion. 

Only once during the 11% years 
has there been any real approach 
to a merger. That was in 1937. 
The tactics of John L. Lewis, 
then CIO president as well as 
head of the United Mine Work- 
ers, blocked the fusion. With 
Lewis now named to the three- 
man AFL committee to partici- 
pate in the talks, there is much 
room for doubt that anything will 
happen. 

The first bid to CIO to return 
fell flat. At Tampa in 1936, the 
AFL convention declared: “Let 
them re-unite with us, and let us 
jointly and wholeheartedly adopt 
the nation’s song for our banner, 
the watchword recall which gave 
the Republic her station—United 
we stand. Divided we fall.” The 
AFL: then appointed a standing 
committee to meet with repre- 
sentatives of the CIO “to restore 
unity within the ranks of labor.” 

After an exchange of communi- 
cations, Lewis telegraphed Green 
“a conference between you and 
the undersigned would be futile.” 
He said until the AFL revoked 
its suspension of the 15 interna- 
tional unions affiliated with the 
CIO there could be no basis for 
reconciliation. Green promptly re- 
plied he accepted Lewis’s mes- 
sage as a refusal to pursue unity. 

Near the close of the AFL 1937 
convention at Denver, a telegram 
from the CIO proposed a mass 
conference of 200 consisting of 
100 representatives from each or- 
ganization meet to consider a 
program for consolidation. The 
AFL objected to the cumbersome- 
ness of so large a group and coun- 
ter-proposed a smaller meeting. 
On Oct. 25, 1937, three AFL vice 
presidents met with 10 CIO repre- 
sentatives. 

After weeks 


of intermittent 
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meetings, a tentative agreement 
was reached. It callea for a de- 
partment within the AFL to be 
known as the CIO, for admission 
of original CIO unions into the 
AFL with membership in the new 
department, recognition of indus- 
trial unionism in. certain specified 
industries, and w guarantee that 
the executive coun: ! could never 
again, on its own accord, suspend 
an affiliated union. — 

Public announcement of the 
pact was held up because Philip 
Murray, the man whom Le had 
designated as CIO chairman in 
the talks, 
asked for time to consult with 
Lewis. A few days later he re- 
plied the CIO representatives 
lacked authority to approve the 
agreement themselves. A meeting 
was then set up for Green, Lewis, 
Murray and George Harrison, an 
AFL vice president. 


At this conference Lewis pre-}- 


sented the AFL with an entirely 
new set of proposals. He vetoed 
what his designated committee of 
10 had tentatively accepted and 
thereby threw over last vestiges 
of consolidation. Lewis informed 
the AFL representatives, unless 
they were ready to accept his 
terms, which included admitting 
all CIO unions, new as well as 
original, unconditionally, nothing 
could be accomplished by further 
meetings. 

President Roosevelt tried to 
heal the breach in 1939. Lewis 
met with the AFL, repeated the 
procedure of 1937 and finally quit 
meeting, some time later announc- 
ing to the public that the CIO 
would go ahead by itself and ex- 
pand its movement. 

After Lewis quit the CIO presi- 
dency, following its refusal to 
carry out his commands in 1940 
to support the candidacy of Wen- 
dell Willkie, he proposed an over- 
all American Congress of Labor, 
embracing the AFL, the CIO and 
the railroad brotherhoods. Philip 
Murray, who succeeded Lewis as 
CIO head, vigorously denounced 
the Lewis proposal as a scheme 
to regain power. He accused Lewis

Britannica firm, contains color or 
black and white reproductions of 
23 pictures which are in the ref- 
erence work's collection of repre- 
sentative art of the United States 
today but which were eliminated 
from the current museum show 
by Perry Rathbone, director of 
the museum. 

These include favorites in polls 
conducted at previous showings 
of the collection, They are in the 
‘tradition of conservative painting 
which the man in the street can 
appreciate, but which—conserva- 
tive artists’ groups in St. Louis 
assert—the museum policy does 
not encourage. If such is’ the 
case, the eliminated traditional 
paintings should be of special in- 
terest in St. Louis. The encyclo- 
pedia, personification of imparti- 
ality, after consulting 50 experts 
of all schools, chose these works 
as examples of trends in art today. 
They probably are such examples, 
whether sophisticates like them or 
not. 

It may very well be that the 
eliminated paintings are preferred 
for the wrong reasons, James 
Chapin’s “Batter Up,” for example, 
may owe its popularity to the fact 
there are many followers of base- 
ball, “Barber Shop,’ by Louis 
Bouche, may conjure up for many 
the restful, quiet, all-male atmos- 
phere of a visit to the barber. In 
short, the esthetic experience in 
these pictures may be less power- 
ful than the associative one. It 
is only proper, however, for art to 
reflect life. Art feeding on art 
and on theories ends in sterility, 
as the history of the neo-classic 
movement in literature well dem- 
onstrates, 

Work by Kunlyoshl. 

For the record, it should be 
noted that there remains in the 
show the sophisticated work of 
Yasuo Kuniyoshi, who drew the 
State Department exhibit, “Circus 
Girl Resting.” This is the pic- 
ture, reproduced last week in.the 
Post-Dispatch, of the hefty Ama- 
zon who made Representative 
Karl Stefan of Nebraska shudder 
after one look, Kuniyoshi's con- 
tribution to the museum show 
may be less revolting to the com- 
mon man, but it is no Jess ad- 
vanced in style. 

It is notable, also, that the ab- 
stractionists survived the blue pen- 
cil. (These include Jon Corbino, 
Frantis Criss, Stuart Davis, Julio 
de Diego, Lyonel Feininger, Rob- 
ert Gwathmey, George L. K. Mor- 
ris and Georgia O'Keeffe. :

In the Country 


A Word Picture of 


Possum Trot Farm 
By Leonard Hall 


Te is a word picture of Possum Trot Farm; the new 


Possum Trot which grew out of this column, just as the 
column grew out of the old Possum Trot. In a recent 
article we sketched the background—our location in Belleview 
Valley, which all who know 

it agree to be one of the 

most picturesque spots in 

Missouri. The property lies 

close to the head of the 

valley—the northern end— 


and to our east rises Buford, 


Mountain, which is really a 
range extending for ten 
miles southward. Although 
the crest, directly opposite 
us and perhaps a half mile 
away, is the second highest 
elevation in the Ozarks, it 
does not appear 60, since 
the .valley floor itself is 
high. It is, in fact, the high- 
est agricultural area of 
anything like this size in 
the whole Ozark uplift— 
and Possum Trot Farm is 
close to being the highest 
point in the valley, which 
gives us a view that stretches away in every direction. The 
property consists of 200 acres, 160 acres being a plot com- 
paratively square, with an oddly pie-shaped section of 40 
acres joined to the western side and lying astride the highway. 
This section, known as the “Huff Place,” runs down to Reed 
Creek which forms the western boundary. While most of 
this 40 acres is in cultivation, there is a low swale near the 
creek in the southwest corner and a grove of walnut and big 
cedar trees up near the road where once stood the old home- 
stead. But this is long since gone, while the spring that 
flowed close to its door and was never known to fail in 
the driest season is also on the verge of disappearing. 


This was caused by the custom of a former owner 

of pasturing hogs in this field, which will ruin any 

spring if continued long enough, and we hope that 

by feneing it off from livestock, cleaning out and 

walling up the source and allowing cover to grow on 

the watershed above it, we can cause the water to 

flow again. This whole 40 acres slopes sharply west- 

ward to Reed Creek and has, in past years, been over- 

cropped and over-grazed—in common with most 

Missouri farms. But the process of liming, terracing 

and fertilizing is already under way to bring it back 

into full production. 

xk k * 

‘@ THE REMAINING 160 ACRES is traversed diagonally 
from southeast to northwest by Saline Creek which joins with 
Reed in Norman White’s place to the north to flow almost 
immediately into Cedar Creek. Thus this part of the farm is 
divided equally into two sections of very different character. 
The eastern section is high land and the soil is the typical 
red clay of the valley, underlain by a deep strata of limestone, 
a soil noted for its hay and grass producting capacity 
but which should seldom be planted to crops since it is 
generally sloping and low in organic matter so that it 
washes easily. The farmstead is located on this high land 
and on the southern edge of the farm which is bounded by an 
old and little traveled county road. The house itself is some 
60 years old; a substantial, plain farmhouse which lacks some- 
what the fine lines of those built here in the first half of 
the nineteenth century. Nor is it the first house to stand 
on this site, for the farm was settled very early in the 
history of the valley. But I have heard one of the men who 
built it—an old man, now, tell how the owner, a distant rela- 
tive of mine, sent back to the mill every rafter or stud or 
joist which showed a knot in it. No wonder it still stands 
firm after 60 years of buffeting by the elements. 
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@ LIKE MOST OTHERS HERE, the house is built in a T, 
with two stories in the front containjng four rooms of equal 
size and a one-story wing, which comprises dining room and 
kitchen. An easy house for living—and a comfortable one— 
whatever else may be said “of it. True, the alterations were 
greater than we'd anticipated. Old plaster has a way of falling 
from ceilings when you repair a window frame. And once 
it is stripped off, you might as well take off the lath and 
insulate the walls. There was a cellar to be dug, furnace to 
install, running water and plumbing and adequate wiring and 
a chimney with a big fireplace—the first of a pair we have 
projected. In the front yard are 20 sugar maples and behind 
us a woodland pasture with great oaks and sugar trees 
stretches away along the bluff above Saline Creek.

Of our farm buildings, the less said the better, for 
they are innocent of paint, list heavily to starboard 
and no hinge has been replaced for a full generation. 
Moreover, they were specifically planned for maximum 
inconvenience, a custom prevalent among farmers 
which I am convinced bankrupts as many of them 
as any other cause. A gate repaired with oak slabs 
until it weighs a thousand pounds and takes ten min- 
utes to open and close, multiplied by a dozen more 
such gates, can steal a deal of a farmers time during 
a year. Despite this, however, the old buildings contain 
a gold-mine in sound, seasoned pine timber which 
could be secured from no other source today — and 
this will serve for such small and convenient out- 
buildings as our farming program makes necessary, 


@ THESE WILL BE Son pe a big open court- 
yard directly behind the house to the north—heavily paved 
with gravel for wet weather, adequately lighted by flood-lights 
at night and easily accessible from the kitchen door. Com- 
prising these buildings, as time goes on, will be the garage 
and workshop, a small barn including machine shed and tack 
room, and a building which will combine smoke-house, meat 
storage and a room for feed grinding and storage. Directly 
east of the house lies the big kitchen garden and -behind 
that the chicken house and dog kennels. But here I am only 
half through and at the end of my allotted space—although 
hoping that you can now draw a picture of Possum Trot 
as far as I've gone.

LACING a bet on your favor- 


ite horse in a bookmaking 
shop in St, Louis today is like 
trying to get immediate delivery 
on a new automobile. It’s diffi- 
cult. You have to know the right 
people. There are, however, a few 
members of the select society of 
horseplayers, who know where to 
go and what to say to the right 
people. They are able to bolster 
the $10,000,000-a-day racing busi- 
ness in the United States by back- 
ing their hunches with cash on 
the barrelhead, 
This situation, which might be 
termed deplorable from the point 
of view of occasional horseplayers 


and bookmakers, is peculiar only 
to St. Louis and a few other cities 
throughout the country where po- 
lice and other law enforcement 
authorities have taken a hand. 

But don’t shed a tear for the 
poor old bookie. He doesn’t de- 
serve it. The best evidence is that 
$1,000,000 is still being bet in a 
single day on the results at any 
given track in the country and 
there are still about 16,600 miles 
of leased communication wires 
buzzing every day with horse rac- 
ing information for bookies and 
others, who are in more “liberal 
cities.” 


So the conclusion of racing ex- 
perts*is probably right: Betting 
receipts from St. Louis and other 
towns where authorities have 
clamped down on bookies are 
merely a drop in the bucket, but 
there is no indication here that 
any bookmakers have applied for 
relief. 

Police in St, Louis started giv- 
ing bookies dirty looks back in 
1934. It was about that time that 
numerous complaints were re- 
ceived at Police Headquarters 
from hungry husbands, who re- 
lated heartbreaking experiences. 
They said they wanted the police 
to close the bookmaking joints so 
their wives would stay home in 
the afternoon to cook their even- 
ing meal for them. 

Those were the days when you 
were’deafened by the blare of 
horse racing news reaching the 
sidewalk from loudspeakers in 
bookie shops all over the city. 
Some of these establishments were 
strictly de luxe. They gave away 
the Daily Racing Form, provided 
comfortable chromium and red 
leather.chairs for their customers 
and one or two went so far as to 
provide free soft drinks for those 
who spent the afternoon ruining 
their eyes on the agate type in the 
Racing Form. 

James J. Carroll, East Side bet- 
ting commissioner, at the time 
warned these wide-open bookmak- 
ers that they had better not be 
so open about their operations. 
He suggested false fronts fixed up 
like cigar stores with the betting 
rooms in the rear as the safest 
method of operation. 

Time proved him to be right. 
The yammerings from irate hus- 
bands finally won out and police 
closed all bookie shops that ad- 
mitted women customers. And 
from that day to this, things have 
gotten progressively worse. There 
has been one police raid after an- 
other to keep the business in a 
constant state of flux and turmoil. 
The most recent disturbance was 
caused by the Capone syndicate of 
Chicago, This group of hoodlums 
muscled into the racing news dis- 
tribution business here with the 
result that Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
ordered all the racing wires at 
Pioneer News Service, a news dis- 
tribution agency, removed to pre- 
vent gang warfare. 
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F you’re a member of the select 
[ society of horseplayers, it’s still 

easy to place a bet on a horse. 
You can call the bookie by tele- 
phone and place a bet on any 
horse race in the country, or you 
can go to his: shop and do the 
same thing, or you can meet his 
runner as he makes his rounds of 
taverns and bars. ‘ Runners are 
the “outside” men for bookies. 
They operate systematically, stop- 
ping each day at the same bar at 
the same time, so the customers 
will know when to be there. 


But if you are just a plain citt- 


- gen with a couple of bucks and a 


hunch on a’good horse in the fifth 
at Pimlico, you'd better start a 
couple of days before the race ‘to 
make the bet. 

The accepted method is to find 
an old horseplayer to make the 
bet for you. Failing this, you can 
start making the rounds of tav- 
erns until you come to one that 
appears to have some horse racing 
connections. You can usually tell 
by the number of telephones the 
place has. The more telephones, 
the better the chances that racing 
results come in there. 


After finding the right bar, you 
must get friendly with she bar- 
tender. When your friendship 
has ripened to the degree you 
think is acceptable, you can ask 
him to introduce you to the run- 


ner, or you might even ask him 


to place the bet for you—that is 
if you haven't fallen off the bar 
stool and forgotten why you went 
there in the first place. 

This is a chancy business. If 
you do succeed in placing a bet, 
you and the bookie or his agent 
will be the only ones who know 
it. No receipts are given for bets 
made. Receipts are evidence, if 
they fall into the hands of a duty- 
bound policeman. Bookies and 
runners carry the bets they ac- 
cept in their heads. It’s all mem- 
ory work, 

The money you give the run-

ner or the bookie goes into the 
bookie’s pocket. He is the insti- 
tution, the whole works. If the 
horse you bet on wins, he has to 
pay you out of his pocket. If it 
loses, he keeps the money. In ef- 
fect, a bookmaker is a man who 
bets you that your hunches are 
wrong no matter what you get a 
hunch about.

HE foregoing example is the 
T lowest common denominator of 

a yery complicated business. In 
reality, the bookmaker has con- 
siderable to contend with, over 
and above the law of the land, 
He must employ runners, whose 
salaries are about $75 a week; he 
has at least one top-notch account- 
ant, who in some of the big shops 
earns $200 to $300 a week and 


works from about noon to 5 p.m. 


each day; he also has to buy rac- 
ing news service from the local 
retailer of such service and final- 
ly there is rent for his shop. 

It has ‘been estimated by re 
liable informants that horse race 
betting amounts to $10,000,000 a 
day in this country. Bookies are 
said to receive from 11 to 16 per 
cent of this over-all figure, which 
would give them from $1,100,000 
to $1,600,000 a day, an attractive 
business. 

There is no-reliable estimate of 
the number of bookmakers in the 
country, but it has been learned 
that there were about 700 in St. 
Louis and the county prior to the 
depression 30s and now there are 
only about 50. Bookies are usual- 
ly former gamblers. They get 
what they call a “bankroll,” may- 
be from a lucky bet or by _ bor- 
rowing it from friends, and set 
up shop. There is a stringent code 
of ethics in the business. Only a 
very few have ever run out on a 
payoff. Their practice is to pay 
a bet as soon as it is won. 

One old bookie remarked: 
“Horse bettors are a funny breed. 
As soon as they win, they want 
their money. They come to the 
window to get paid with their 
hands shaking.” 

Bettors are from all walks of 
life. Some are professional 
gamblers. They do nothing else 
as long as they live. Some are 
racketeers with a yen for betting, 
ahd some are busines men and 
ordinary people who like the thrill 
of gambling. Bettors in the first 
category will hang around bookie 
shops every afternoon, seldom go- 
ing to tracks. They listen to rac- 
ing news over radios, loudspeakers 
from telephones and read it from 
teletype machines.

HIS racing information service, 

as furnished in St. Louis and 

eastern Missouri by Pioneer 
News Service Inc., until recently, 
was rapid-fire service. Racing re- 
sults were shot out over its wires 
to dozens of bookmakers simul- 
taneously almost ag s00n as a race 
was finished. Pioneer, which: was 
split wide open by the Capone 
outfit when Paul (Bev) Brown 
went with them, leaving his old 
friend and partner, Clarence 
(Gully) Owen, was a news retail- 
ing agency. It bought its racing 
information from Continental 
News Service, a nation-wide whole- 
sale agency, which is a carry-over 
from the late Moe Annenberg’s 
Nationwide News Service. 

The Capone gang, which success- 
fully grabbed Bev from Pioneer 
and muscled in on retail agencies 
in Kansas City, New Orleans, 
Louisville and other cities, is 
working to drive Continental to 
the wall. The Chicago gang has 
set up the R. & H. News Co. as a 
retail agency in Chicago and the 
Trans-American News Service as 
the nation-wide wholesale agency. 


Trans-American, a young organiza- 
tion, is not having too much suc- 
cess. Its service is spotty and fre- 
quently half an hour behind Conti- 
nental’s. Bookmakers will tell you 
that Trans-American is known to 
have stolen some racing news 
from Continental’s customers. 

This stealing of news is dohe in 
a yery ingenious way, The princi- 
ple used by railroads in establish- 
ing telephone service from moving 
trains is used by Trans-American’s 
radio engineers. A Continental 
telephone wire is tound on a tele- 
phone pole by Trans-American ex- 
perts. Then, they induce the con- 
versation from that wire to small 
radios in their headquarters or in 
bookie shops. It’s all a matter of 
electrical induction, and a book- 
maker from Belleville who listened 
to it said: “I don’t know how it 
works, but its better than tele- 
vision.” 

Trans - American’s difficulties 
arise chiefly from being unable to 
get track information, Operators 
of horse race tracks apparently 
don’t like racing news distributors, 
unless they are atrictly legitimate 
like the Associated Press, United 
Press and other services that sup- 
ply information to newspapers 
only. The well-established Con- 
tinental service only had direct 
wires to 10 tracks in 1943. These 
were Oriental Park in Havana, 
Cuba; Oaklawn in Hot Springs, 
Ark.; Keeneland in Lexington, 
Ky.; Suffolk Downs in Boston; 
Detroit at Detroit; Charlestown 
at Charlestown, W. Va.; Dade 
Park in Evansville, Ind.; Narra- 
gansett in Pawtucket, R. I.; This- 
tledown in Cleveland and Rock- 
ingham at Salem, R. I. 
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ONTINENTAL paid these 
(Ctzacks $150 to $250 a day for 

permission to operate. Where 
it did not have direct wires to the 
tracks, one of the two other sys- 
tems of getting racing information 
was used: Long distance telephone 
description of a race as observed 
by telescope from a point outside 
the track, or by long-distance tele- 
phone from a person outside the 
track who received “wigwag” sig- 
nals from a person inside the 
track. 

Continental covered the follow- 
ing tracks with “wigwag” or tele- 
scopes; Tropical Park in Coral 
Gables, Fla.; Fair Grounds in New 
Orleans; Pimlico at Pimlico, Md.; 
Jamaica in Jamaica, N. Kol 
Churchill Downs in Louisville, 
Ky.; Belmont at Elmont, L-IL.; 
Aqueduct on Long Island; Garden

News that Continental are 
out, starting about 9 a.m. each 
day, concerns the names of jock- 
eys assigned to various horses to 
be in the afternoon races and the 
names of horses previously en- 
tered to run, but scratched, or 
withdrawn. Then comes the 
probable winners at all operating 
tracks and the probable betting 
odds as calculated by'a well-paid 
handicapper, and finally the 
names of the horses to.run in 
the next day’s races. 

During the actual running of 
each race, Continental’s trackmen 
send detailed descriptions of the 
event. They tell which horse was 
next to the post, in number one 
position; which horse passed the 
post first; their position at the 
quarter, halfway and three-quar- 
ter posts, Then comes the unof- 
ficial announcement of the win- 
ners—first, second and third, or 
win, place and show horses, Wh 
the track judge announce the of- 
ficial winners, Continental sends 
this out with the official odds paid 
at the track. 

Since all tracks do not operate 
simultaneously, it is often possible 
for Continental to cover all races 
in the country with as few as 40 
personnel, nine of whom would be 
morse code telegraphers and the 
rest handicappers or observers. 

Just as in other retail news 
shops throughout the country, 
Continental's news came _ into 
Rioneer’s office in the Fullerton 
Building. From there it was sent 
out to the bookie shops.by sevexal 
methods. One was by direct tele- 
phone. Another was by placing 
several telephones with the receiv- 
ers off the hook in front of an 
amplifier, into which a_ clerk 
would repeat the results, thus per- 
mitting them to be sent out simul- 
taneously to several bookmakers. 
The third method was a direct 
line to the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. office where an am- 
plifying system was set up which 
relayed the calls to as Many peo- 
ple as were hooked into the cir- 
cuit. Everyone go the news si- 
multaneously. 
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IONEER’S telephone bill each 
month was said to be about $625, 
which doesn’t seem to be too 
much for the service the company 
got, But all that is ended. The tele- 
phone company tore Pioneer's 
lines out, with the exception of 
one. If any business is going on 
there now it is over this one. line, 
which could hardly be satisfactory. 
Pioneer, like other retailers of 
racing information, was charged 
a flat rate for its service from 
Continental. In turn, it charged 
bookies here a rate based on the 
amount of business they did. 
Bookies favor the Pioneer sys- 
tem of prices. The Capone men, 
when they moved in, told the 


bookies they would give them the 
racing news service free. The 
catch was that the syndicate would 
take 50 per cent, of their profits, 
which meant the Capone crowfl 
would be partners with every 
bookie in the business. Most of 
the bookies here are fighting this 
tooth and nail. They are still 
“taking” from Pioneer’s one line, 
or they are waiting to get race re- 
sults from newspapers that pub- 
lish them. Capone prestige doesn't 
impress them.

T hag been a great “selling” 
] point in other sections of the 
country, however. The Capone 
men will tell you, maybe, that 
their wire service covers the 
country from New York to Los 
Angeles and from Detroit to New 
Orleans. That is partly true, but 
they are having a hard time break- 
ing into some of the old estab- 
lished grounds like St. Louis. 

While Jack (Greasy Thumb) 
Guzik is the big boss of the Ca- 
pone gang, the racing news end 
of the gang’s various enterprises 
is headed by Pat Burns, a survi- 
vor of old racetrack wars, and 
Ralph O'Hara, who are president 
and vice president, respectively, of 
Trans-American. 

Trans-American is making fair 
headway in Illinois. It got Into 
Kansas City fairly easily, while on 
the west coast it has as its repre- 
sentative the notorious Bugsy 
Siegel. He's been fairly successful 
in getting clients for the service. 

But in uisville and Dallas and 
some other key centers, the invad- 
ers have been stumped. O’Hara 
doesn’t expect the world on a sil- 
ver platter. He’s willing to take 
his time and watch the business 
grow, not by leaps and bounds, but 
steadily, carefully and “legitimate- 
ly.” Sheriff John F. Dougherty 
is said to be O’Hara’s St. Louis 
representative for the business. 

In England, where betting on 
the horses is legitimate, the Na- 
tional Joint Committee of Book- 
makers is viewing with alarm the 
‘proposed British budget for next 
April which calls for $60,000,000 
revenue from a betting tax. They 
are afraid such a tax would send 
their clients to the “black market” 
bookies. 

Licensed bookmakers in England 
conduct their business on a 
charge-account basis. They oper- 
ate shops and receive racing infor- 
mation much the same as bookies 
do here, only it is less hurried 
there. A bettor telephones his 
bookmaker, places a bet. If he 
wins he is paid at the end of the 
month, If he loses, he gets a bill 
at the end of the month for the 
price of the bet. 

The main difference between 
bookies in England and St. Louis 
is that there they wear loud vests 
and here they wear dark, conser- 
vative business clothes.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22. 

HEN millions of persons 
W throughout the world lift 

their telephone receivers 
to talk to distant friends, rela- 
tives or business associates on 
March 3 they will be paying 
unconscious tribute to my 
father, Alexander Graham Bell, 
on the 100th anniversary of his 
birth. 

He was just 29 years and 
seven days old when he uttered 
the first complete sentence 
over his invention, those now 
famous words: “Mr. Watson, 
come here, I want you!” 

That was on March 10, 1876, 
Even at that early date my 
father foresaw the day when 
man would be talking to man 
in distant parts of the world. 

But I am sure that even he 
never contemplated such a 
phenomenal growth for the 
telephone—nearly 52 million in 
the world today. 

While the world remembers 
papa for his invention of the 
telephone, and institutions of 
learning admire him for the 
important contributions. he 
made to help the deaf, I like to 
think of him as the splendid 
father that he was—the human, 
understanding person who 
could make cystal clear to a 
young daughter all of the in- 
volved things that were hap- 
pening in the world about her. 

I like to think of him for the 
kindly man he was; for his 
idiosyncrasies; his. games and 
delightful stories, 
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One of my earliest childhood 
memories is when my father 
awakened me and said Santa 
Claus wanted to talk to me on 
the telephone, I was so small 
that I had to stand on a chair 
to reach the telephone on the 
wall. I remember my surprise 
when I heard a voice say: 

“Is this Elsie?” 

And when I answered that it 
was, hearing: 

“This is Santa Claus.” 

“It is really Santa’ Claus?” 
T asked. 

The voice answered: 

“Yes, it is really Santa Claus. 
I'm up in Greenland.” 

“Have you really got reindeer 
and are you coming down 
here?” 

After telling him what I 
wanted, I climbed down from 
the chair and turned to my 
father in a daze. 

“Isn't it wonderful to be able 
to talk to Santa Claus?’ I 
said. “My, the telephone is a 
wonderful thing. I wonder who 
invented it. Do you know, 
father?” 

I was thunder-struck when 
he told me that he had invented 
it 


In school one day several 
years later the teacher told me 
father had asked that I be ex- 
cused. He often took me with 
him on business calls. This 
time we were going to the Su- 
preme Court. He told me that 
a man was trying to prove that 
father had not invented the 
telephone, and he thought I 
‘would like to hear the testi- 
mony. But he also knew of my 
great belief in him, and cau- 
tioned me: 

“No matter what is said 
about me, no matter what 
names people call me, if they 
call] me a liar or a thief, you 
must keep absolutely quiet.” 

» “Nobody would think of say- 
ing such things about you, 
papa,” I replied. 

“Will you promise?” he in- 
sisted. 

I promised, and thereupon 
was dressed in my Sunday best 
and was driven with my father

and mother to the capitol, 
where the Supreme Court was 
sitting. It was every bit as 
bad as father said it might be 
and I was righteously indig- 
nant. But he had extracted a 
promise from me and I just 
had to sit and let my wrath 
well up inside, 

What infuriated me most was 
that the attorney who repre- 
sented my father and the tele- 
phone company just talked in 
a cool, calm manner, without 
saying a word about the things 
the other lawyers had called 
papa. I felt the trial was be- 
ing badly mismanaged and, al- 
though my father seemed per- 
fectly satisfied, I couldn’t un- 
derstand it. My father was 
vindicated when the case was 
thrown out by the Supreme 
Court. 

Father was tremendously in- 
terested in vibrations of all 
kinds. That was his chief study 
from early childhood until old 
age, He began with music. 
From the time he could barely 
climb up on a piano stool and 
pick out a tune by ear, he was 
intefested not merely with the 
beauty of tone, but with the 
mechanics of music — what 
caused the tone. 

In later life he wrote: “I am 
inclined to think that my early 
passion for music had a good 
deal to do in preparing me for 
the scientific study of sound.” 
It was through these studies, 
in his constant effort to im- 
prove conditiong for the deaf, 
that he first recognized the 
possibilities of the telephone. 
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How well I remember the 
beauty with which father could 
play almost any piece. My son, 
Melville Bell Grosvenor, as a 
small boy used to stand by the 
hour, night after night, turn- 
ing the pages for his grand- 
father and listening rapturous- 
ly. As the hour grew late, the 
rest of the family would tip-toe 
off to bed, leaving our doors 
open, to be soothed to sleep by 
the vigorous, felling tones. 

He was the soundest sleeper I 
have ever known. It was prac- 
tically impossible to waken him 
until he had had his sleep out. 
Charles Thompson, our butler 
and my father’s valet, usually 
was intrusted with the task of 
getting him up. 

On one occasion my father 
was one of a delegation ap- 
pointed to be. at the navy yard 
at 10 a.m, to receive the re- 
mains of J. L. M. Smithson, 


an Englishman who endowed 
the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington. Buried in Italy, 
Professor Smithson’s remains 
were to be removed to another 
grave to make way for a new 
building. Father felt that Pro- 
fessor Smithson had not re- 
ceived fitting recognition for 
the great contribution he had 
made to this country and car- 
ried on a long and arduous 
fight to have the body brought 
here for burial with proper cer- 
emonies. His efforts finally 
prevailed and Professor Smith- 
son's remaing were arriving in 
the United States under Naval 
escort. 
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Charles always called Father 
a few minutes earlier than nec- 
essary and he invariably thrust 
out his hand with five fingers 
outstretched, pleading for five 
more minutes. On this particu- 
Jar morning, Charles called him 
at 9 a.m. 

“Why are you calling me at 
9 o’clock?” father asked, “I 
didn’t go to bed until four.”

. . of his book, “Season in the Sun.” 


“Successful parody,” he says, “demands a great many 
| things from the writer: 
. « « It should contain a 
certain amount of real criti- 
cism of what the author is 
saying as well as his man- 
ner of saying it ... Real 
parodies are not written 
on grotesque books. For 
one thing it would be 
superfluous since they are 
parodies to begin with, and 
for another there is no par- 
ticular entertainment in it 
for the writer, since intelli- 
gent criticism prefers to 
have something rational to 
criticize.” 

That is possibly a sensible 
criterion of parody for liter- 
ature but it’s rather too 
austere for radio. If a pro- 
gram had to be rational 
before it could be parodied,

ruled out automatically. In fact, if Allen adhered to any such 
criterion, his choice of material would be so severely limited 
he'd have difficulty getting through a thirty-nine-week season.

Clark Gable of the Cow Pasture | * 


Gene Autry, King of Western Movies, Swapped a 
Telegraph Key for a Guitar and Became a Million- 
aire — His Success Baffles Hollywood's Masterminds.

HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 22. 
T hand in a good-looking cow- 
hand in this town who receives 
more fan mail each day than 
most run-of-the-mill movie heroes 
receive in a month. 

Sales statistics show his record- 
ings are constantly among the 
nation’s all-time best sellers. And 
as for radio — the boys in the 
Hooper office of statistics say 
that between 10 and 13 million 
people tune in faithfully every 
Sunday just to hear Gene Autry 
tell the nation’s gum chewers 
that he’s “Back in the Saddle 
Again,” 

This Clark Gable of the cow 
pasture who swapped his tele- 
graph key for a guitar and be- 
came a millionaire in a few years 
time, accomplished this end by 
turning himsel? not only into a 
personality but into a corporation. 

Aside from his  profegssional 
duties in front of the cameras, 
the microphone and the recording 
machine, Autry owns and takes 
a personal interest in the opera- 
tion of five ranches, totalling 186,- 
894 acres; he has stocked three ef 
the ranches with prize cattle and 
top rodeo stock; and he also owns 
and stars in the world’s largest 
rodeo—the Gene Autry Flying A 
Ranch Rodeo (initial investment, 
two and a quarter million dollars.) 

This project requires a minimum 
of 16 railroad cars to transport 
its cowboys and stock around the 
country. It is on the road from 
12 to 15 weeks every year and, 
contrary to the predictions of 
Hollywood wise guys who had 
seen similiar projects run by 
Hoot Gibson, Ken Maynard, Tom 
Mix and Tim McCoy die horrible 
box-office deaths, -Autry’s venture 
has been a winner. Last year at 
Madison Square Garden, 750,000 
New Yorkers paid up-to six dol- 
lars a head to see the Wild West 
right on their own home grounds. 

Autry’s business interests are 
not confined merely to ranches 
and rodeos, however. 
owns or has a major interest in a 
chain of six theaters in Texas, a 
flying school in Arizona, two radio 
stations (one in Tucson and one 
in Phoenix), and a music publish- 
ing company—no dummy corpora- 
tion, by the way, but one which 
has published such sagebrush 
ballads as “South of the Border,” 
“Deep in the Heart of Texas,” and 
“Makes No Difference Now.” 

Gene also writes as wel] as pub- 
lishes his own songs—among them 
such money-makers as “Be Honest 
With Me, Dear,” “You're the Only 
Star in My Blue Heaven” and 
“Silver-Haired Daddy of Mine.” 

Last but not least, Autry rakes 
in gold dust (as do most other 
top-ranking Hollywood Western 
heroes) from royalties from Gene 
Autry cap pistols, hats, shirts, 
boots, belts, chaps and comic 
books. 

In short, Ormond Gene Autry, 
son of an itinerant cattle buyer 
and farmer who couldn’t afford to 
Jet his eldest son finish high 
school, ,could retire from the 
screen tomorrow and still continue 
to be listed among America’s most 
successful men. 

Not that Gene is planning to 
retire. Far from it. Back from 
nearly four years of service in the 
Air Corps and Air Transport Com- 
mand—21 months of which were 
spent in the China-Burma-India

Associated with Republic Stu- 
dios since his first bit part in a 
Ken Maynard serial back in 1934, 
Autry has just announced One of 
the smartest picture deals he has 
ever made. As soon as his present 
contract with Republic expires; 
the’ cowboy will set up his own 
production unit at Columbia, 
where head man Harry Cohn will 
presumably stay out of court long 
enough to launch him on a rootin’ 
tootin’ career. Gene’s contract 
with Columbia provides that Autry 
will produce and star in his. own 
pictures, and gives him full con- 
trol over stories, director and cast, 
Furthermore, in addition to his 
weekly pay-check as star, the 
actor will also receive a _ nice 
hunk of thé profits. 
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ROFESSIONAL masterminds 
. in Hollywood have never quite 

been able to discover the secret 
of Autry’s success. All they know 
is that this 38-year-old, 5 feet 11 
inches of Texas-talking cowboy 
has built himself a fan-following 
second to none. 

For nearly a decade, the horse 
opera crowd voted Autry their 
yearly Man of Distinction. At the 
same time, movie exhibitors 
throughout the country named 


him among the top 10 box-office 
attractions in the entire industry 
—making him the first purely 
western star to achieve such dis- 
tinction. And in 1946, after four 
full years away from the cameras, 
he placed third in the western pop- 
ularity poll—a rating which had to 
be based entirely on the drawing 
power of re-issues of pictures 
which he had made before enter- 
ing the service:

Autry hummed a couple of 
western ballads while he was tap- 
ping out the message on the tele- 
graph key, and Rogers advised 
him to do it for a living. Two 
weeks later, on the strength of 
this encouragement, Gene wran- 
gled a pass out of the railroad and 
went East. 

He started a new pattern in 
movie heroes when Herbert Yates, 
president of the then fledgling 
Republic Studios, tuned in on the 
National Barn Dance show coming 
out of WSL in Chicago in 1934 and

Sometime in April, represent- 
atives of the league’s outlying 
clubs in 23 states will gather, 
either in New York or Chicago, 
and whack out a new and more 
outspoken set of aims and perhaps 
select two outstanding women — 
Democrat and Republican — for 
President. Their names will be 
submitted to the chairmen of the 
1948 national conventions. And not 
humbly, either. 

The league's last such nominees 
were Ruth Bryan Owen, Demo- 
crat, and Alice Roosevelt Long- 
worth, Republican.

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I am a yes man by naturg, gents, 
but I was cornered and gave vent 
to a ringing “no!”

of public office. s 
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The league soon is going to 
bombard every man in public of- 
fice in the land for an open ex- 
pression on his stand on women 
officials. It did that once before, 
10 years ago, and the frightened 
officials—with one exception—said 
it was a grand, grand thing and 
we should have more women help- 
ing to run the country. The lone 
dissenter was that sterling repre- 
sentative of our sex, Theodore 
Bilbo. He replied, crossly, “to 
be perfectly frank with you, I 
would not be in favor of women 
in public office.” 

The girls are happy that if 
anybody put the blast on their 
ambitions, it was Bilbo, and that 
the bloke’s name is seldom printed 
without inclusion of the nickname 
“The Man.” 

How strongly could any of you 
fellows campaign against a lady 
opponent? And do you think for 
a moment that a Madame Presi- 
dent would tolerate somebody try- 
ing to copy our A-bomb, any more 
than she’d tolerate somebody 
copying her best hat? 

You better watch out. Anything 
you say from here in will be 
sternly remembered by the champ- 
jon rememberers of the species.

‘Craig's Wife' Shows 
Playwright's Progress

NEW YORK, Feb. 22 


HE revival of George Kelly’s honest and interesting play, “Craig’s 

Wife,” brings one amusedly to reflect on some of the reactions 

to it when it was first produced back in the October of 1925. 
Uniess I am much mistaken, one of the reactions, and the chief one, 
was admiration of the author's daring in performing any such cynical 
operation on his leading woman character and for once viewing the 
female of the species without the usual rose-colored glasses. 

This isn't to say that Kelly didn't do a good job. His analysis of 
a wife unscrupulously intent upon preserving at any cost her ma- 
terial security was and remains another testimonial to his uncommon 
sagacity in the delineation of his women, It is even to.grant that 
he did the job better than any other native playwright before him. 
But to believe, as many seemed to believe when his play was initially 
shown, that he had no predecessors in the treatment of female arti- 
fice, intrigue and unscrupulousness ig hardly close to the fact.

THE IDEA that American playwrights before 1925 had uni- 
formly regarded women as innocent little dewdrops—an idea that 
oddly persists in some quarters even today—needs only a casual in- 
vestigation to prove its emptiness. 

As far back as 1908, David Graham Phillips, though still romantic, 
treated one of the sex with a fair degree of realism in “The Worth 
Of a Woman.” Paul Armstrong went in for an Ibsenish appraisal of 
his heroine in “The Escape.” Somewhere around that time Edward 
Knoblock tossed out an item called “Tiger! Tiger!” which atartled 
many theatergoers with the picture of its particular hussy. The 
wench of Louls K. Anspacher’s “The Unchastened Woman,” produced 
in 1915, was even more unscrupUlous than Mrs. Craig, and the harri- 
dan of Martin Brown's “Cobra” more unscrupulous than both of 
them rolled together. And, in the year before Kelly's play appeared, 
a playwright named O'Neill put on “Welded” and “Desire Under the 
Elms,” neither of whose women were precisely to be described as 
honeysuckles.

KELLY’S PROGRESS as a dramatist since “Craig’s Wife,” com- 
mendabie as it was, is impressed upon anyone who has followed his 
Jater work. Not only does his treatment of his psychotic Eves indi- 
cate an increased fertility; his writing no less indicates the same. 
In the latter regard, there is no longer recourse to such ingustable 
humors of this “Craig’s Wife” as “He's professor of the Romance 
languages”—‘Naturally. And I suppose he’s told you he loves you in 
al] of them.” 

Nor is there any more leaning on such cliches as “You're blinded 
by a pretty face, son, as Many another man has been blinded,” and 
“No house is big enough for two women who are interested in the 
Same man.” 

The improvement in dramaturgy is quite as noticeable. No more 
are his plays so full of such stereotyped stage directions as “She 
turns and glances up the stairs to assure herself that no one is 
listening,” “She strikes the table with her knuckles,” and “Craig 
comes quietly down the stairs and stands on the landing, looking 
inquiringly from one to the other.”

THE FACT that Kelly’s play holds one in spite of all such plati- 
tudes of speech and action demonstrates than even in that earlier 
Stage of his career there was an underlying talent in him that made 
itself felt. It is accordingly gratifying that, unlike so many of our 
American playwrights who originally suggested healthy potentialities 
and thereafter failed to realize them, he not only has kept to his 
beginning promise but has developed it into actual performance. 
“Craig's Wife” may now seem a bit frayed with the years; the treat- 
ment of ite Harriet, once looked on as something quite out of the 
ordinary, may now have become theatrically familiar; but it still 
remains a play worth another visit.

Wortie» SHAKESPEARE, de- 


spite his immortality as a 
playwright, was not a gram- 
marian, nor is his English the 
perfect thing most of us suppose 
it to be. 

As a matter of cold fact, he 
didn’t know any English gramMar 
at all—formal grammar, as we 
know it, did not exist when 
Shakespeare and Milton and their 
contemporaries were in their lit- 
erary heyday. They simply wrote 
in the popular idiom of their time, 
and the only “rules” they knew 
were current usages. 

Shakespeare not only wrote “by 
ear,” he also wrote a slang-spiced 
English, some it so indelicate as 
to require revising in modern edi- 
tions. And a great deal of the 
slang and idiom of his day are 
still heard im the American ver- 
nacular, 

Here are a few examples: 

“T shall laugh myself to death.” 
“T have been in such a pickle since 
I saw you last.”—The Tempest. 

“Why, then, the world’s mine 
oyster.” “I cannot tell what the 
dickens his name is.” “As good 
luck would have it.” — Merry 
Wives. 

“T’ll tell the world.”—Measure 
for Measure. “I hope I shall have 
leisure to make good,.”—Comedy 
of Errors. “I will tell you my 
drift.” “Some of us will smart for 
it.’—Much Ado

XS8S-1 Tests — The Army Air 
Forces have decided not to re 
quire the Bell XS-1 rocket plane 
to make a test take-off under its 
own ‘power, as provided in Bell’s 
contract, 

Officers give no particular rea- 
son—just say nothing much would 
be gained and they are convinced 
it could be done. The XS-1 is now 
launched from the belly of a fly- 
ing B-29. 


FM Flash — Roy Hofheinz, 
president of the FM (frequency 
modulation) Radio Association, 
has sent an urgent request to the 
Radio Manufacturers Association 
asking major producers to speed 
development of low-cost FM sets 
“on a wide scale.” 

He quotes Federal Communica- 
tions Commission estimates that 
there will be 700 FM broadcasting 
stations by the end of the year, 
contrasted to 146 now. He says a 
good FM set might be built for 
as low as $50. 

Night Work — Democrats are 

chuckling over a Republican de- 
cision to hold night sessions of 
the Senate to keep abreast of 
their legislative program. 
’ The Democrats, who have tried 
a few night sessions, say that too 
many speeches to the galleries 
keep the members from getting 
anything done when they toil 
under the lights. 


Fishing Dope — The Fish and 
Wildlife Service is plowing 
through 87 volumes of captured 
Japanese fishing records. 

Japan in 1940 had 83 research 
vessels making observations of 
fishing waters from the Aleutians 
to Borneo, the most intensive 
study of this little-known water 
area ever made. Translating the 
documents and compiling the sta- 
tistics may take several years, 


On Again — The off-again-on- 
again restudy of whether steam- 
ship companies should be granted 
air routes is on again. The Civil 
Aeronautics Board decision on the 
steamer people’s petition for the 
restudy is due next week for sure. 
Probably, that is. 


Umberto to Migrate? — Some 
monarchists in Rome say they ex- 
pect former King Umberto II and 
his family to leave Portugal soon 
for South America. One reason for 
the move, if it comes, may be that 
Umberto’s presence in Europe 
causes frequent reports in left- 
wing mewspapers that he has 
stolen back to Italy to confer with 
supporters, ‘ 

These reports are always denied 
from Lisbon, but the denials get 
little space, 


Hawaiian Outlook — Look for 
Hawaii’s statehood prospects to 
get a lift out of Secretary of the 
Interior Krug’s current Pacific 
tour. Islanders in Washington 
expect him to come out in Hono- 
lulu with a strong statehood state- 
ment and President Truman to 
follow this with a message to Con- 
gress. 

Krug’s Pacific swing is interest- 
ing also because, as a former 
naval officer, he is personally 
friendly toward Navy administra- 
tion of islands fike Guam and 
Samoa.

Anti-Navy administration 
people hope—but not very optimis- 
tically—that Krug will come out 
in favor of civilian administra- 
tion.

CIENCE has explored the upper reaches of 
the earth’s atmosphere, found there new data 
highly important to plans for future high 

altitude travel. Outstanding discovery is that 
there are two extremely hot zones of air in the 
upper atmosphere. Some scientists previously 
had suggested existence of a single warm layer, 
but theory was much disputed. Generally it was 
assumed air’s temperature remained constant at 
about 67 degrees below zero above an altitude 
of six to seven miles. 

The newly compiled data extends range of 
man’s confirmed knowledge of the earth's air 
envelope from a former maximum of around 14 
miles to 75 miles. It was obtained through re- 
search supervised by the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics, a Government agency. 
Direct observations by radiosonde balloons, and 
calculations based on known temperature 
changes, astronomical studies, other indirect 
methods were confirmed by investigations with 
V-2 rockets. Thermometers in rockets made pos- 
sible first direct measurements of temperatures 
at great heights. Rockets were launched at White 
Sands, New Mexico; records were recovered when 
rockets returned to earth. Nearly all calculations 
of other properties at previously unreached 
heights are based on temperature measurements. 

On the basis of the new information, the 
NACA is establishing a revised “standard” 
atmosphere—essentially a map of the upper air, 
showing density, temperature, speed of sound, 
other properties. Such a standard is all-important 
in development of new aircraft and guided mis- 
siles designed for upper atmosphere travel. New 
designs and construction techniques to permit 
aircraft operation in torrid air layers also will 
be based on the recent discoveries. 

Hot zone nearest to earth—the one previously 
assumed—is between altitudes of 30 and 40 miles, 
although air begins to heat at about 20 miles.

This zone has a temperature estimated to reach 
220 degrees above zero, is known to be at least 
170 degrees. Cause is attributed to presence of 
ozone layer, which absorbs and holds more heat 
from sun than air below it. Ozone layer also 
adds to coldness of winter, when its amount of 
ozone increases. It prevents solar radiation 
from heating parts of earth, through absorbing 
ultra-violet rays. 

Above this lowest torrid zone is an extremely 
frigid layer. Beyond altitude of 40 miles air 
again grows colder, is assumed to drop as low 
as 150 degrees below zero at 50 miles before 
beginning to warm up for second hot zone. 
Rocket thermometers registered 80 below for 
this cold zone. 

In second warm layer, at 75 miles—which 
marked limit of explorations—rockets recorded 
212 degrees. Zone is calculated by scientists to 
reach a maximum of 638 degrees, drop to a mini- 
mum of 80 degrees above zero. It is assumed to 
extend upward to limits of atmosphere—perhaps 
300-500 miles. 

Second hot layer is attributed to presence 
of cosmic dust particles—from disintegration of 
meteors and cosmic clouds through which earth 
has passed. They hold more heat than pure 
air. yer also is region of ionized air in which 
free electrons are exchanged by molecules, gen- 
erating heat. This torrid, ionized zone is the 
one that reflects radio waves, which move in 
straight line, and thereby makes possible radio 
reception beyond horizon of transmitting station. 
It is known as Kennelly-Heaviside layer. 

Presence of lower hot zone was surmised 
by some scientists because of reflection of 
audible sound waves from upper atmosphere. 
Warm air is known to reflect sound; such a 
warm zone would account for fact an explosion 
sometimes is inaudible as little as 20 miles away, 
yet can be heard hundreds of miles distant.

A five-pound pullet or hen, simmered until tender in 
enough water to cover, will furnish meat for five individual 
pies. Water is seasoned with one rib celery, slice of onion, 
one bay leaf, and salt to taste. This stock is reserved for 
sauce. Vegetable balls are parboiled with a dozen small 
green onions in salted water for 15 minutes. 

To make Sauce Supreme, melt six tablespoons sweet 
butter. in a large sauce pan. Add one-half cup flour and 
blend well. Add chicken stock (six to eight cups), stir 
until smooth and simmer for one and one-half hours. Beat 
three egg yolks in a large bowl. Add juice of one large 
lemon, and one-half cup white wine. Stir well while adding. 
Pour cooked stock mixture slowly into egg mixture. Blend 
well. Return to fire and beat briskly with wire whisk while 
sauce is brought to a boil. Then remove immediately, 
season with one teaspoon anchovy paste, a few drops of 
tabasco, a little salt if needed. This sauce will not curdle.
